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CHAPTER  I 


My  Immediate  Family 

An  American  family  history  is  difficult  to  compile  because  of  the 
relatively  short  time  that  our  cities  and  communities  have  been  estab¬ 
lished,  the  inaccuracy  and  incompleteness  oi  the  records  in  many  of  the 
states  away  from  the  Atlantic  Coast,  and  the  high  rate  of  immigration 
which  has  existed  during  the  last  three-quarters  of  a  century.  Espe¬ 
cially  in  the  mid-West  are  there  few  families  with  more  than  a  genera¬ 
tion  or  two  in  one  locality,  and  inter-marriages  between  such  families 
usually  offer  no  previous  record,  due  to  the  fact  that  80  to  90  percent 
of  the  population  are  separated  by  only  one  or  two  generations  from  the 
original  immigrants. 

It  has,  therefore,  proved  fortunate  that  part  of  my  ancestry  was 
derived  from  New  England,  where  the  records  have  been  longer  and 
more  carefully  kept ;  since  it  is  possible  through  these  records  to  establish 
connections  with  the  ancestral  family  in  Great  Britain  and  to  carry  back 
the  genealogy  to  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Book  and  Saxon  England. 

The  Name  of  Wentworth 

The  name  of  Wentworth  originated  from  the  Lordship  of  Went¬ 
worth,  in  the  wapentake  of  Stafford  in  Yorkshire,  England.  Some 
genealogists  believe  the  name  to  be  of  Saxon  origin,  while  others  hold  it 
to  be  German  or  Swedish,  and  one  genealogist  expresses  the  belief  that 
it  is  from  the  Latin  Venta,  the  V  being  pronounced  as  IV.  This  last 
view  has  some  value,  as  the  British  changed  V  in  Latin  to  Gu,  also  pro¬ 
nounced  as  IV,  and  many  early  British  names  included  the  root  Guent. 

•  Vent  or  Guent  means  white.  The  name  may  have  originated  from  the 
/ Vent  river,  which  is  known  as  the  White  river.  In  Saxon,  the  words 
IV erth,  IVeorth,  and  JVyrth,  at  the  end  of  a  word,  mean  court,  farm, 
plain  or  house.  Therefore,  Wentworth  may  mean  white  hall,  court  or 
town. 

The  earliest  records  of  the  Wentworth  genealogy  were  made  by  Wil¬ 
liam  Flowers,  one  of  the  most  careful  recorders  attached  to  the  College 
of  Arms,  in  1588.  Flowers’  source  and  authority  was  the  Domesday 
Book*  itself,  the  original  then  being  accessible. 

*The  Domesday  Book,  or  Doomsday  Book,  was  a  survey  of  the  landholders  of  Eng¬ 

land,  with  a  view  to  future  taxation,  made  by  William  the  Conqueror,  shortly  after  the 
conquest.  It  is  written  in  medieval  abbreviated  Latin.  The  Saxons  called  it  their  Book 
oi  Doom  because  their  taxation  and  tenure  were  judged  by  it.  This  is  the  oldest  known 
survey  and  census  of  England. 
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My  Birthplace  and  Education 

I,  Edward  Norris  Wentworth,  Jr.,  was  born  at  Ames,  Iowa,  April 
4,  1912.  My  parents  were  Edward  Norris  Wentworth,  then  Associate 
Professor  of  Animal  Husbandry  at  the  Iowa  State  College  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Mechanic  Arts,  and  Alma  (McCulla)  Wentworth.  Their 
residence  at  the  time  of  my  birth  was  509  Welch  Avenue.  I  entered 
public  school  at  Manhattan,  Kansas,  when  six  years  old,  where  I  studied 
for  a  year;  later  enrolling  at  St.  Ansgar,  Iowa,  for  a  half  year;  -at  the 
Walter  Scott  School  in  Chicago  for  a  half  year;  and  at  the  Wadsworth 
School  in  Chicago  for  six  years.  In  the  autumn  of  1926,  I  entered  the 
University  High  School  of  the  University  of  Chicago. 


My  Father 

My  father,  Edward  Norris  Wentworth,  was  born  in  Dover,  N.  H., 
January  11,  1887,  at  5  Baker  Street,  the  son  of  Elmer  Marston  Went¬ 
worth  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  Tilton  (Towne)  Wentworth.  He  was  the 
oldest  of  eight  children,  all  living  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  this 
record.  Their  names  are  Walter  Allerton  Wentworth,  born  September 
6,  1888,  Dover,  N.  H.;  Helen  Ames  (Wentworth)  Burgh,  born  June 
11,  1890,  Dover,  N.  H.;  Marion  Garland  (Wentworth)  Stark,  born 
April  15,  1892,  Dover,  N.  H.;  Edith  Titcomb  Wentworth,  born  Octo¬ 
ber  23,  1894,  Marshalltown,  Iowa;  Lois  Tilton  (Wentworth)  Jackson, 
born  April  1,  1898,  State  Center,  Iowa;  William  Norris  Wentworth, 
born  August  21,  1901,  State  Center,  Iowa;  Elizabeth  Hope  (Went¬ 
worth)  Merrick,  born  January  22,  1904,  State  Center,  Iowa. 

My  father  attended  public  school  in  Dover,  N.  H.,  Chicago,  Ill., 
Marshalltown,  Iowa,  and  State  Center,  Iowa,  graduating  at  the  last 
named  high  school.  He  entered  Iowa  State  College  in  1903,  getting  his 
B.S.A.  in  Animal  Husbandry  in  1907,  and  his  M.S.  in  1909.  He  also 
pursued  additional  graduate  work  at  this  school,  at  Cornell  University, 
at  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College,  and  at  Harvard  University. 

In  1907  he  was  appointed  Fellow  in  Animal  Husbandry  at  the  Iowa 
State  College;  in  1908,  Instructor;  in  1909,  Assistant  Professor;  and 
in  1911,  Associate  Professor.  He  specialized  in  Animal  Breeding  and 
Genetics.  In  1913  he  became  Associate  Editor  of  the  Breeders’  Gazette, 
Chicago,  Ill.,  at  the  same  time  holding  an  appointment  as  Professor  of 
Zootechny  at  the  Chicago  Veterinary  College.  In  the  autumn  of  1914 
he  went  to  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  at  Manhattan,  Kansas, 
as  Professor  of  Animal  Breeding,  where  he  remained  until  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  war  in  1917,  when  he  entered  the  army.  Following  the  Armistice, 
he  participated  in  the  establishment  and  organization  of  the  Army  Edu¬ 
cational  Forces,  and  was  Professor  of  Animal  Husbandry  and  Assistant 
Director  (the  Military  Executive)  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  at 
the  A.  E.  F.  University  at  Beaune,  Cote  d’Or,  France.  For  this  work 
he  was  decorated  with  the  “Officier  du  Ale  rite  Agricole”  by  the  French 
Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Following  his  return  to  this  country  he  was 
re-employed  temporarily  by  the  Breeders’  Gazette ,  and  in  November, 
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1919,  he  joined  Armour  and  Company.  Since  that  time  he  has  been 
successively  in  the  Public  Relations  Department,  in  the  Bureau  of  Agri¬ 
cultural  Research  and  Economics,  and  Director  of  Armour’s  Livestock 
Bureau.  He  also  has  been  identified  with  educational  work,  being  a 
lecturer  in  the  College  of  Commerce  and  Administration  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Chicago  since  1923. 

In  his  military  experience  he  attended  the  First  Training  Camp  at 
Fort  Riley,  Kansas;  was  commissioned  a  Captain  of  Field  Artillery 
August  15,  1917;  was  assigned  to  the  341st  F.  A.  of  the  89th  Division 
on  September  1,  1917;  and  served  either  with  that  Regiment  or  the 
Hq.  164th  F.  A.  Brigade  during  most  of  his  active  service.  He  had  brief 
periods  of  service  with  the  5th  F.  A.  Brig,  and  the  2nd  F.  A.  Brig. 
He  participated  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive,  the  Meuse-Argonne  offen¬ 
sive,  and  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On  January  20,  1919,  he  was  as¬ 
signed  to  G-5,  G.  H.  Q.,  Paris,  to  take  part  in  the  educational  work. 
Since  the  war  he  has  been  promoted  to  Major  and  Lieutenant  Colonel 
of  Field  Artillery,  and  is  now  executive  of  the  161st  F.  A.  Brigade 
(  Reserve ) . 

He  has  been  president  of  the  American  Clydesdale  Horse  Breeders’ 
Association  since  1922,  Chairman  of  the  Animal  Breeding  Committee  of 
the  National  Research  Council  since  1926,  and  was  secretary  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Illinois  Department  of  the  Reserve  Officers’  Association  dur¬ 
ing  1924-27.  In  1924  he  was  invited  to  deliver  a  series  of  lectures  at 
the  British  Cattle  Breeding  Conference  held  in  Edinburgh  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  These  are  published  in  the  report  of  the  conference  which  was 
prepared  as  a  text  book  on  Cattle  Breeding.  He  is  also  the  author  of 
numerous  other  books  on  livestock  production  and  marketing,  as  well 
as  a  biographical  volume  on  livestock  men,  “The  Portrait  Gallery  of 
the  Saddle  and  Sirloin  Club.”

My  Mother 

My  mother,  Alma  (McCulla)  Wentworth,  was  born  January  29, 
1887,  at  St.  Ansgar,  Iowa,  the  daughter  of  James  McCulla  and  Harriet 
(White)  McCulla.  Her  birthplace  was  on  a  farm  two  miles  east  and 
four  miles  north  of  the  town.  She  was  the  youngest  of  three  children ; 
the  oldest,  Mabel  McCulla,  dying  in  1892,  and  the  second,  Leslie 
Granville  McCulla,  born  February  1,  1880,  at  St.  Ansgar,  being  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Tea  Company  at  the  time  of  this 
record. 

My  mother  attended  public  school  at  St.  Ansgar,  graduating  from 
high  school  in  1905.  She  entered  the  Iowa  State  College  at  Ames  that 
autumn,  and  graduated  in  General  and  Domestic  Science,  with  the 
degree  of  B.S.  in  1909.  On  June  14,  1911,  my  father  and  mother 
were  married  at  St.  Ansgar,  Iowa. 

During  the  war  and  the  absence  of  my  father  in  military  service 
she  took  an  active  part  in  war  relief  work,  and  received  special  com¬ 
mendation  and  decoration  from  the  Red  Cross.  She  also  managed  the 
chapter  hou<e  of  her  college  sorority,  Delta  Delta  Delta,  and  acted  as 
its  chaperone  during  the  two  years  of  my  father’s  service. 
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My  Father’s  Father 

My  paternal  grandfather,  Elmer  Marston  Wentworth,  was  born  at 
Newfield,  Maine,  May  8,  1861,  the  son  of  John  Norris  Wentworth  and 
Nancy  Titcomb  (Wentworth)  Wentworth  (second  cousins).  He  was 
reared  on  the  farm,  but  received  public  school  education  at  Dover, 
N.  H.,  graduating  from  high  school  in  1879.  Although  he  pursued 
formal  education  no  further,  he  is  a  very  well  educated  man  in  history 
and  political  science,  being  the  possessor  of  a  library  on  these  subjects  of 
several  thousand  volumes,  all  of  which  are  annotated  and  many  of  them 
cross-referenced. 

Following  his  graduation  he  participated  in  a  variety  of  enterprises, 
but  after  his  marriage  to  Sarah  Elizabeth  Tilton  Towne  on  November 
5,  1884,  at  Peabody,  M  ass.,  he  entered  the  employ  of  Niles  and  Com¬ 
pany  (Express).  In  1887  he  went  with  the  St.  Louis  Dressed  Beef 
and  Canning  Company,  he  and  my  great-grandfather  operating  their 
branch  distributing  house  in  Dover,  N.  H.  When  this  company  sold 
out  its  business  in  1890,  he  joined  his  father  in  a  retail  market  until 
the  fall  of  1892,  when  he  went  to  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  to  go  with  the 
John  Moore  Packing  Company  (now  Kingan  and  Company).  On 
January  1,  1893,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R.,  and 
has  served  this  railroad  ever  since.  He  was  transferred  to  Chicago,  and 
the  following  September  moved  his  wife  and  children  west.  In  Jan¬ 
uary,  1894,  he  was  made  General  Traveling  Agent  of  the  Star  Union 
Line  (Penna.  R.  R.),  and  moved  to  Marshalltown,  Iowa,  in  March. 
Two  years  later  he  established  his  home  at  State  Center,  Iowa,  where 
he  remained  until  after  the  close  of  the  World  War,  in  1919.  The  home 
was  then  sold,  due  to  dispersion  of  the  family.  During  many  years  he 
was  chairman  of  the  school  board  in  State  Center,  and  was  responsible 
for  raising  its  standards  to  those  of  an  accredited  high  school. 

My  grandfather  took  a  very  active  part  in  Republican  politics  in 
Iowa  from  1894  until  1918.  He  organized  the  Traveling  Men’s 
Republican  Club,  and  participated  in  bringing  forth  Albert  B. 
Cummins  as  Governor  and  Senator,  Jonathan  C.  Dolliver  as  Congress¬ 
man  and  Senator,  and  in  various  other  political  campaigns.  He  made 
the  first  gold-standard  speech  ever  made  west  of  the  Mississippi  River 
in  1894.  The  outgrowth  of  this  speech  was  the  Traveling  Men’s  Re¬ 
publican  Club,  the  first  organization  of  its  kind.  In  1908  he  refused 
the  nomination  to  Congress  from  the  5th  Iowa  District  tendered  him  by 
both  factions  of  the  Republican  Party.  He  was  three  times  tendered 
appointment  to  the  Iowa  State  Railroad  Commission. 

From  1899  to  1901  he  was  President  of  the  Iowa  Improved  Live¬ 
stock  Breeders’  Association,  the  longest  period  any  single  individual 
served  in  this  capacity. 

From  1909  to  1913  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agri¬ 
culture  in  Iowa,  and  was  director  of  transportation  and  public  safety 
in  connection  with  the  Iowa  State  Fair.  Through  his  relations  with 
the  dairy  industry  by  serving  with  the  Star  Union  Line  (refrigerator 
service),  he  participated  actively  in  the  early  dairy  organizations  of  the 
state  and  country. 
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He  has  always  been  extremely  interested  in  patriotic  organizations 
and  was  particularly  so  in  the  Iowa  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  being  state  president  in  1911.  In  1916-1917,  he  was  presi¬ 
dent-general  of  the  National  Society,  and  is  the  only  man  in  recent 
years  to  hold  the  office  for  more  than  one  term.  He  inaugurated  the 
national  observance  of  Constitution  Day  during  his  term  as  president- 
general.  He  has  been  a  trustee  of  the  National  Society  since  1907  and 
a  member  of  the  National  Executive  Committee  for  twelve  years, 
until  1925. 

It  was  through  my  grandfather’s  interest  in  his  family  and  genealogy 
in  general  that  I  secured  much  of  my  material  for  this  study. 

My  Father’s  Mother 

My  grandmother,  Sarah  Elizabeth  Tilton  (Towne)  Wentworth, 
was  born  in  Peabody,  Mass.,  September  30,  1862.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Edward  Porter  Towne  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Tilton)  Towne.  Her 
father  died  when  she  was  less  than  three  years  old,  following  a  relapse 
from  wounds  received  in  action  in  the  Civil  War,  complicated  by  typhoid 
fever.  With  two  sisters,  she  was  brought  up  by  her  mother,  who  taught 
school  to  support  the  family.  For  several  years  she  lived  with  her  Til¬ 
ton  grandparents  at  20  Lowell  Street,  Salem,  Mass.  Her  education 
was  received  at  the  public  schools  of  Peabody,  followed  by  a  course  in 
the  state  normal  school  at  Salem,  from  which  she  graduated  in  1882. 
She  then  taught  public  school  at  Dover,  N.  H.,  up  to  the  time  of  her 
marriage,  November  5,  1884.  She  has  been  an  active  church  worker 
and  a  member  of  several  women’s  clubs,  taking  especial  interest  in  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  P.  E.  O. 


My  Mother’s  Father 

My  maternal  grandfather,  James  McCulla,  was  born  January  10, 
1849,  at  North  Gower,  near  Ottawa,  Canada.  His  parents,  John 
McCulla  and  Mary  (Good)  McCulla,  were  emigrants  to  Canada  from 
Scotland,  In  late  April,  1860,  when  eleven  years  of  age  he  came  to  the 
United  States  with  his  parents  and  settled  at  Cresco,  Iowa.  Some  three 
years  later  they  moved  to  a  farm  near  Mitchell,  Iowa,  and  in  1871  he 
acquired  the  farm  northeast  of  St.  Ansgar  which  is  still  in  his  possession. 
In  those  days  the  railroads  had  not  penetrated  that  section  of  Iowa,  and 
it  was  necessary  to  drive  the  cattle  and  hogs  and  haul  the  grain  to 
MacGregor,  Iowa,  on  the  Mississippi  River,  in  order  to  market  them. 
On  July  9,  1874,  he  and  my  grandmother  were  married  and  went  imme¬ 
diately  to  his  farm  to  live.  In  1887  they  moved  into  St.  Ansgar,  Iowa, 
where  they  have  lived  on  the  same  street  for  forty  years.  My  grand¬ 
father  was  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  many  years  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  theXitizen’s  Bank  of  St.  Ansgar.  He  has  been  a  director 
of  this  bank  for  over  twenty-five  years,  and  it  is  one  of  the  few  banks 
in  Iowa  that  has  come  through  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  period 
since  the  war  without  re-organization.  In  addition  to  directing  the 
operation  of  his  farm  through  these  years,  he  has  traded  in  livestock, 
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potatoes,  and  other  farm  produce  and  has  intermittently  acted  as  live¬ 
stock  buyer  for  the  Hormel  Packing  Company  of  Austin,  Minn.  He 
has  fed  large  numbers  of  cattle  and  hogs,  as  a  separate  enterprise  from 
his  farming  operations. 

My  Mother’s  Mother 

My  maternal  grandmother,  Harriet  (White)  McCulla,  was  born 
July  12,  1853,  at  Richwood,  Wis.,  near  Watertown.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  William  Francis  White  and  Maria  (Davis)  White,  being 
the  third  of  nine  children.  Her  father  and  mother  were  educated  in 
Dublin,  the  father  graduating  in  law.  They  came  to  the  United  States 
in  1847  on  their  honeymoon,  expecting  to  return  to  Great  Britain,  but 
were  so  impressed  with  the  opportunities  in  Wisconsin  that  they  decided 
to  settle  there.  The  Whites  were  of  Irish  descent,  but  the  Davises 
were  English.  The  family  moved  to  Stacyville,  Iowa,  in  1870,  a  town 
about  twelve  miles  northeast  of  St.  Ansgar. 

My  grandmother  has  been  identified  with  church  activities  for  many 
years.  For  more  than  ten  years  she  was  president  of  the  Ladies’  Aid 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  was  treasurer  or  recording  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Women’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  over  twenty-four 
years.  She  still  holds  one  of  these  latter  offices. 
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CHAPTER  II 


My  Wentworth  Ancestry 


The  discussion  of  the  Wentworths  will  be  divided  into  two 
parts — the  early  generations  in  England,  and  the  later  gen¬ 
erations  in  this  country. 

The  W entworths  in  England 

Reginald  ( 1 )  Wentworth*,  or  Reginald  de  Winterwade,  or  Rynold 
de  Wynterwade,  or  Reginaldus  Wyntword  de  Wyntword,  of  the  Lord- 
ship  of  Wentworth  in  the  wapentake  of  Stafford  in  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire,  was  the  first  listed  Wentworth.  He  lived  at  the  time  of  the 
Norman  Conquest  in  1066.  There  were  no  surnames  then,  so  that  he 
was  merely  Reginald  of  Wentworth,  the  holder  of  the  lordship  at  that 
time,  but  it  is  known  positively  that  he  was  Saxon,  not  Norman.  We 
know  nothing  of  his  family,  except  that  his  son,  who  succeeded  him, 
was, 

Henry  (2)  Wentworth  or  Henry  de  Wyntword,  or  Henry  de 
Wyntworth.  Of  him  nothing  is  known  except  that  he  was  succeeded 
by  his  son, 

Richard  (3)  Wentworth,  who  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

Michael  (4)  Wentworth,  who  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

Henry  (5)  Wentworth,  who  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

Hugh  (6)  Wentworth,  who  was  succeeded  after  he  died  in  1200  by 
his  son, 

William  (7)  Wentworth,  who  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

Robert  (8)  Wentworth.  Robert  married  Emma,  daughter  and  heir 
of  William  Woodhouse.  Woodhouse  was  a  lordship  near  Wentworth 
and  after  the  combining  of  the  two  estates,  the  family  was  spoken  of 
as  the  Wentworths  of  Wentworth-Woodhouse.f  Robert  was  living  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  111  and  Edward  I  of  England,  as  late  as  1275,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  and  heir, 

William  (9)  Wentworth  of  Wentworth-Woodhouse,  who  married 
Beatrice,  daughter  of  Gilbert  Thakel  of  Yorkshire.  William  died  in 
the  reign  of  Edward  II  in  1309.  He  had  two  sons, 


*The  known  generation  number  is  expressed  in  parentheses,  thus,  (1). 
tThe  Magna  Britannica  reported  Wentworth  House  as  being  one  of  the  most  magnifi¬ 
cent  seats  in  Britain,  describing  it  to  a  large  extent.  It  also  stated  that  the  Wentworth 
family  had  been  of  the  degree  of  Knight  for  the  past  600  years  and  probably  had  settled 
there  400  years  previous  to  the  granting  of  the  Knighthood. 
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Richard  and  William  (10)  Wentworth.  My  line  is  descended  * 
through  the  older  son,  William  (10). 

Richard  was  a  prebendary  of  St.  Paul’s  and  in  1338  had  the  Bishop¬ 
ric  of  London.  In  the  same  year,  it  being  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III, 
he  was  made  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  England.  This  is  the  first 
official  record  of  the  high  dignitaries  that  later  were  numerous  in  the 
family.  As  Lord  High  Chancellor  he  was  second  politically  only  to  the 
King,  and  as  Bishop  of  London,  second  only  to  the  Archbishop  of  Can¬ 
terbury  and  York.  Bishop  and  Chancellor  Richard  Wentworth  did  not 
enjoy  his  dignities  long,  however,  as  he  died  the  next  year  (in  1339). 
The  line  continued  through  the  elder  brother  William  Wentworth  (10) 
of  Wentworth-Woodhouse,  who  married  Dionysia,  daughter  of  Peter 
de  Rotherfield.  He  had  two  sons  by  her  and  none  by  his  second  wife, 
Lucy,  daughter  of  Sir  Adam  Newmark.  By  both  of  these  marriages 
he  acquired  large  estates.  William  (10)  died  before  his  father,  William 
(9),  and  seven  years  after  his  first  marriage.  His  two  sons  were, 

William  and  John  (11)  Wentworth.  John  married  Alice,  daughter 
of  John  Bissett  of  North  Elmshall  in  Yorkshire,  whose  large  estate  he 
inherited.  He  died  without  an  heir  and  left  his  lands  to  his  nephew, 
John  (12),  younger  son  of  William  (11)  Wentworth  of  Wentworth- 
Woodhouse,  from  whom  I  descend.  William  (11)  married  Isabel, 
daughter  of  William  Pollington,  who  was  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas 
Pollington.  He  had  two  sons, 

Sir  William  (12)  Wentworth  and  John  (12)  Wentworth. 

John  (12)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  of  North  Elmshall  in  Yorkshire,  in¬ 
herited  the  estate  from  his  uncle  John  (11).  This  estate  was  near 
Wentworth-Woodhouse.  He  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Richard  le 
Tyas  of  Burgh-wallis  in  Yorkshire,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 

John  (13)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  of  North  Elmshall,  who  married 

Agnes,  sister  of  Sir  William  Dronsfield  of  West  Bretton  in  Yorkshire. 

He  was  living  in  1413  and  had  four  sons, 

* 

John  (14),  Roger,  Thomas  and  Richard  Wentworth. 

•  John  (14)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  of  North  Elmshall,  who  married  Joan, 
daughter  of  Richard  Beaumont,  Esq.,  of  Whitley  Hall  of  York  County, 
had  three  sons, 

John  (15),  Roger  and  William  Wentworth.  Nothing  is  known  of 
Roger  or  William. 

John  (15)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  of  North  Elmshall,  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  William  Calverley,  Esq.,  of  Calverley,  of  York  County, 
and  had  a  daughter  Jane,  who  married  William  Goldthorpe,  Esq.,  of 
Goldthorpe  in  County  York.  He  also  had  a  son, 

Thomas  (16)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  whose  will  was  dated  1522.  He 
married  Jane,  daughter  of  Oliver  Mirfield,  Esq.,  of  Howley,  County 
York.  He  had  five  sons,  ' 

Sir  John,  Roger,  William,  Oliver  and  Thomas  (17)  Wentworth. 
Oliver  (17)  Wentworth  lived  at  Goxhill,  County  Lincoln.  He  died 
in  1558,  leaving  two  sons, 
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William  (18)  and  Francis  Wentworth.  William  (18)  Wentworth 
lived  in  Waltham  and  married  Ellen,  daughter  of  John  Gilby  and 
Anne,  whose  surname  is  not  known.  He  had  three  sons  by  his  first 
wife,  of  whom  only  one, 

Christopher  (19)  Wentworth  survived.  He  was  born  in  1556, 
eighteen  years  before  his  father  William  (18)  died.  In  1583  he  mar¬ 
ried  Catherine,  daughter  of  William  Marbury,  an  ancient  but  poor 
family.  He  moved  quite  a  good  deal,  and  his  wanderings  are  hard  to 
trace.  He  died  in  1628  near  Alford.  They  had  eight  children, 

Anne,  who  was  baptized  at  Irby  in  Lincolnshire  in  1585.  She 
married  Rev.  John  Lawson ; 

Faith,  who  was  baptized  at  Great  Grimsby  in  Lincolnshire  in  1587 ; 

Elizabeth,  who  was  baptized  at  Irby  in  1589.  She  married  John 
Winne ; 

Frances,  who  was  baptized  at  Irby  in  1590; 

Francis,  who  was  baptized  at  Conisholm  in  1593,  and  buried  there 
three  months  later; 

Priscilla,  who  was  baptized  at  Waltham,  1594,  and  married  there 
to  William  Holmes  of  Long  Sutton  in  1619.  (Her  husband  was  a 
gentleman  of  the  same  degree  as  the  previous  generations  of  Went¬ 
worths)  ; 

Christopher,  born  at  Waltham  in  1596  and  died  there  in  1597 ; 

William  (20),  the  oldest  son,  who  was  baptized  at  Gowts  in  the 
city  of  Lincoln  in  1584.  He  married  Susanna  Carter  in  1614.  Their 
eldest  child  was  born  in  1616  and  a  second  in  1618.  A  third  son  was 
baptized  in  1620  but  died  soon  afterwards.  The  second  son, 

Edward  (21)  was  a  surgeon  at  Boston,  County  Lincoln.  He  had 
five  children,  of  whom  three  were  sons.  None  of  them  continued  the 
line,  however.  His  elder  brother, 

William  (21),  afterwards  known  as  Elder  William,  was  the  first 
New  England  emigrant  of  our  family.  He  was  baptized  on  March 
15,  1615-16*,  and  died  on  the  81st  anniversary  of  it  on  March  15, 
1696-97. 

American  Members  of  My  Line 

Elder  William  (21)  (1)  Wentworth  first  appeared  in  the  records 
of  this  country  when  he  signed  a  combination  for  government  at  Exeter, 
N.  H.,  on  July  4,  1639,  along  with  thirty-five  others.  Rev.  John  Wheel¬ 
wright,  banished  from  Massachusetts  on  account  of  his  religious  views, 
secured  land  from  the  Indians  along  the  Merrimac,  Piscatoquake  and 
Oyster  Rivers.  Here  he  and  his  followers  made  a  settlement  in  1638. 
Elder  William  was  one  of  these  settlers.  Among  the  signers  of  the 
combination  were  Godfrey  Dearborn,  whose  children  married  into  the 
Wentworth  family,  Christopher  Helme  and  Christopher  Lawson,  mater¬ 
nal  cousins  of  Elder  William,  and  Thomas  Leavitt,  who  was  connected 


*The  year  then  began  in  the  6pring. 
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with  the  Wentworth  family.  While  nothing  was  found  of  Elder  Wil¬ 
liam  prior  to  1639,  his  name  appears  as  grantee  in  deeds  of  land  from 
the  Indians  in  May,  1629,  to  certain  members  of  Wheelwrights  colony. 
However,  at  that  time  Elder  William  would  have  been  but  thirteen 
years  of  age.  Elder  William  landed  at  Boston  with  a  company  of  the 
Rev.  Wheelwright’s  friends  from  his  old  parish,  where  Mrs.  Hutchinson 
and  the  Rev.  Wheelwright  were  banished  on  account  of  their  peculiar 
views  in  religion.  Elder  William  followed  him  to  Exeter.  When  the  Rev. 
Wheelwright  was  forced  to  leave  Exeter  in  1642,  Elder  William  faith¬ 
fully  followed  him  to  Weils,  Maine,  where  he  lived  from  1642  to  1649. 
In  1642,  he  was  juror  at  Wells,  and  was  constable  there  in  1648.  He 
was  on  a  jury  at  Kittery,  Me.,  in  1647  and  1649.  Elder  William  moved 
to  Dover,  N.  H.,  in  1650,  where  he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Dover  was  settled  in  1623.  On  December  5,  1652,  Elder  William 
received  grants  of  40  acres  of  upland  and,  in  connection  with  other  men, 
grants  for  a  saw  mill  and  other  land.  Thomas  Canney,  one  of  the 
owners  of  the  mill  and  land,  was  the  ancestor  of  one  of  the  lines  of 
the  family.  Elder  William  received,  on  April  1,  1658,  six  acres  of 
land  on  Dover  Neck  and  120  acres  of  meadow  bounded  on  the  west  by 
land  of  Richard  Otis,  ancestor  of  another  branch  of  the  family.  He 
was  granted  on  December  23,  1658,  280  acres  of  land,  60  acres  of  fresh 
meadow  and  40  acres  of  other  land.  In  addition  he  was  granted  much 
other  property. 

Elder  William  was  chosen  selectman  of  Dover  in  1651,  1657,  1660, 
1664,  1665,  1670,  and  probably  other  years,  but  the  records  were  de¬ 
stroyed.  He  was  moderator  of  the  town  meeting  from  1661  forward, 
and  commissioner,  an  office  in  which  “small  causes  were  adjudged,”  in 
1663.  In  1657,  1660,  1661,  and  several  other  years,  he  is  recorded  as 
lot  layer,  an  office  which  required  much  care,  for  grants  were  very 
vague  and  conflicting.  He  was  on  several  committees  of  arbitration  on 
political,  religious  and  real  estate  arguments.  He  was  best  known,  how¬ 
ever,  as  the  ruling  elder  of  the  church  at  Dover,  especially  as  it  resulted 
in  his  officiating  as  preacher.  When  he  joined  the  church  and  when 
he  became  elder  are  unknown.  He  was  preceded  by  Hatevil  Nutter, 
whose  descendants  married  into  the  Wentworth  line.  He  traveled 
around  New  Hampshire  several  times  as  a  preacher,  although  he  never 
was  an  ordained  minister. 

Elder  William  was  living  in  Dover,  June  28,  1689,  when  he  saved 
Heard’s  Garrison  House  in  a  remarkable  manner.  Although  there  was 
peace  at  the  time,  the  people  of  Dover  were  suspicious  of  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  strange  Indians  among  them.  Therefore,  they  gathered  into  the 
garrison  houses.  On  the  evening  of  the  twenty-seventh,  squaws  re¬ 
quested  permission  to  sleep  by  the  fires  at  each  garrison.  They  were 
admitted  into  all,  including  Heard’s  Garrison.  Just  before  morning, 
the  squaws  opened  the  doors  to  admit  the  Indians.  Elder  William  was 
awakened  by  a  cold  draft  of  air  and  the  barking  of  a  dog.  Suspicious, 
he  hastened  to  the  door  and  found  the  Indians  entering.  Alone  and 
seventy-three  years  of  age,  he  pushed  them  out,  shut  the  door  and,  fall- 
»ng  back  on  it,  thrust  his  arm  through  the  bar  brackets  and  held  the 
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door  until  the  inmates  came  to  his  assistance.  While  in  this  position 
two  bullets  passed  through  the  door  over  his  head.  It  was  the  only 
garrison  saved.  Twenty-three  people  were  killed,  and  twenty-nine  car¬ 
ried  away  captive.  This  was  known  as  the  “Dover  Massacre.”  After 
the  massacre,  Dover  was  untenable,  Heard’s  Garrison  House  being  the 
only  frontier  post  between  Portsmouth  and  Canada.  Hence,  soon  after 
this,  Elder  William  moved  to  Exeter  and  lived  there  until  1693,  when 
he  returned  to  Dover. 

He  died  at  about  eighty-five  years  of  age,  on  March  15,  1697,  on 
the  81st  anniversary  of  his  baptism.  Elder  William  left  no  will,  but 
had  conveyed  most  of  his  lands  to  his  sons.  The  names  of  his  wives  are 
not  known,  except  that  his  second  wife  was  Elizabeth,  who  signed  her 
name  on  some  conveyances,  and  returned  his  inventory.  She  was  much 
younger  than  Elder  William,  being  younger  than  some  of  his  children. 
It  is  thought  that  her  last  name  was  Kenny  or  Canney,  and  if  so 
she  was  the  sister  or  daughter  of  Thomas  Canney  who  appears  in  the 
line  in  another  place.  It  is  also  thought  that  Elizabeth  Knight  of  Wells 
was  one  of  his  wives.  Of  his  eleven  children, 

Ephraim  (2)  Wentworth  is  of  my  line.  He  was  the  son  of  Elder 
William’s  second  wife,  lived  in  Dover  on  the  Wentworth  grants,  and 
conveyed,  May  10,  1726,  his  rights  to  the  Fresh  Creek  Mill  privileges. 
He  was  granted  a  great  deal  of  land,  probably  500  acres.  He  was 
surveyor  of  highways  in  1702  and  viewer  of  fences,  1709.  He  married 
first,  Mary,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Grace  Miller  of  Kittery,  Maine. 
The  line  is  descended  through  her.  When  she  died  does  not  appear. 
His  second  wife  was  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Joseph  Beard,  whom  he  mar¬ 
ried  in  1735. 

Ephraim  made  his  will  March  16,  1738,  and  it  was  proved  June  29, 
1748.  His  daughter,  Mary,  married  Nehemiah  Kimball  of  Dover. 
She  died  in  1782,  and  her  husband  on  December  21,  1786.  (See  the 
Kimball  line  for  their  descendants.) 

Ephraim  (3)  married,  February  11,  1725,  Martha  Grant  of  Ber¬ 
wick,  Maine.  Ephraim  (3)  Wentworth  and  five  children  were  baptized 
at  Dover  Church,  August  24,  1740. 

Ephraim  (4)  Wentworth,  born  in  1736,  was  called  in  deeds  “Joiner 
of  Rochester,  N.  H.”  He  lived  and  died  near  what  is  called  Chestnut 
Hills,  N.  H.,  north  of  Rochester.  He  married  his  cousin,  Phoebe  (4), 
daughter  of  his  uncle,  Jonathan  (3)  Wentworth.  Ephraim  (4)  died 
January  23,  1795,  aged  59  years,  and  his  wife  died  June  9,  1836,  aged 
88  years.  His  eldest  son, 

Jonathan  (5)  Wentworth,  born  January  17,  1767,  at  Chestnut 
Hills,  N.  H.,  married,  June  30,  1791,  Elizabeth  Kimball  (whom  see). 
In  1805,  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Hiram,  Me.,  where  he  died  Sep¬ 
tember  11,  1844.  His  wife  died  May  20,  1861.  They  left  nine 
children,  of  whom, 

Stephen  (6),  born  April  24,  1805,  in  Farmington,  Me.,  is  my  an¬ 
cestor.  On  January  19,  1828,  he  married  Lois  Trickey  (whom  see)  of 
Brookfield,  N.  H.  In  1855  they  moved  to  Dover,  N.  H.,  where  they 
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lived  on  a  farm  at  Long  Hill,  four  miles  north  of  town,  up  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  November  9,  1884.  They  had  seven  children,  Cordelia, 
William,  Miriam,  John  Norris,  Jonathan,  Martha  and  Noah.  I  de¬ 
scended  through 

John  Norris  (7)  Wentworth,  born  at  Hiram,  Me.,  April  13,  1836. 
His  first  wife,  Sarah  Berry,  died  childless  within  a  year  of  his  marriage, 
and  on  January  22,  1860,  he  married  his  second  cousin,  Nancy  Titcomb 
(7)  Wentworth.  They  lived  in  Dover,  N.  H.,  from  which  place  he 
served  as  representative  in  the  State  Legislature  in  1875-6.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitutional  Convention  in  1877.  He 
died  May  17,  1899,  at  Dover,  N.  H.  He  was  my  great-grandfather. 

My  great-grandmother,  Nancy  Titcomb  (7)  Wentworth,  descended 
from  Ephraim  (4)  Wentworth  and  Phoebe  (4)  Wentworth.  Phoebe 
(4)  Wentworth  was  a  daughter  of 

Jonathan  (3)  Wentworth,  son  of  Ephraim  (2)  Wentworth,  son 
of  William  (1)  Wentworth,  the  immigrant.  .He  married  Abigail 
Heard  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  whose  mother,  Abigail,  wife  of  Tristram  Heard, 
was  said  to  have  been  in  Heard’s  Garrison  House  at  the  time  of  the 
Dover  Massacre.  Abigail  Heard,  wife  of  Jonathan  (3)  Wentworth, 
and  their  daughter,  Phoebe  (4),  were  baptized  June  25,  1749.  Phoebe 
(4)  was  the  eldest  child. 

Phoebe  (4)  Wentworth  married  her  first  cousin  Ephraim  (4] 
Wentworth.  They  lived  at  Chestnut  Hills,  where  their  son 

Ephraim  (5)  Wentworth  was  born  August  11,  1780.  On  Febru¬ 
ary  11,  1808,  he  married  Anne  (Nancy)  Titcomb,  daughter  of  Col. 
Benjamin  and  Hannah  (Hanson)  Titcomb  (whom  see).  In  April, 
1808,  they  moved  to  West  Newfield,  Me.  Ephraim  died  November 
2,  1867,  and  his  wife  died  March  29,  1863,  leaving  the  second  son, 

Titcomb  (6)  Wentworth,  who  continued  the  line.  He  was  born  in 
Newfield,  April  13,  1812,  and  on  February  5,  1835,  he  married  Hannah 
Ames,  daughter  of  Marston  and  Mary  (Manning)  Ames  of  Parsons- 
field,  Me.  They  lived  on  the  paternal  homestead  in  West  Newfield, 
and  had  four  children  who  survived  to  maturity,  Mary  Elizabeth  (7), 
Nancy  Titcomb  (7),  Esther  Ann  (7)  and  John  (7). 

Nancy  Titcomb  (7)  Wentworth  was  born  November  2,  1839,  and 
married  her  second  cousin,  John  Norris  (7)  Wentworth  (whom  see). 
She  died  in  Dover,  April  14,  1890.  Of  interest,  also,  is  the  marriage  of 
Mary  Elizabeth,  sister  of  Nancy,  to  Jonathan  (7)  Wentworth,  brother 
of  John  Norris  (7). 


Three  generations  of  Wentworths  astride  the  bars  dividing  two  adjoining  farms 
at  Chestnut  Hills,  north  of  Rochester,  New  Hampshire,  on  which  three  of  the 
four  great-grandsires  of  Elmer  Marston  Wentworth  (my  grandfather)  were 
born.  The  land  in  the  foreground  belonged  to  Ephraim  (4)  Wentworth,  father 
of  Ephraim  (5)  and  Jonathan  (5)  Wentworth,  while  the  land  beyond  belonged 
to  William  Trickey,  whose  son  was  William  Trickey,  father  of  my  grand¬ 
father’s  grandmother.  On  the  right  of  the  above  group  is  Elmer  Marston 
Wentworth,  my  grandfather,  followed  by  his  three  sons  (right  to  left),  Walter 
Allerton  Wentworth,  Edward  Norris  Wentworth  (my  father),  and  William 
Norris  Wentworth.  The  three  boys  (right  to  left)  are  myself  (then  aged 
thirteen),  Francis  Marston  and  Charles  Edward  Wentworth  (sons  of  Walter 
Allerton  Wentworth). 
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CHAPTER  III 


Some  Prominent  Wentworths 


Various  members  of  flic  family  have  attained  fame  or  notoriety  in  the  United 
States,  in  England  ami  in  the  British  Dominions.  The  follozving  discussion 
designates  only  a  fezo;  many  others  might  be  included. 

The  Royal  Governors  W entworth 

John  (3)  Wentworth  (born  January  16,  1671 — died  December 
12,  1730)*,  son  of  Samuel  (2)  and  Mary  (Benning)  Wentworth,  lived 
in  Portsmouth,  X.  H.  In  1690  he  is  mentioned  as  one  of  the  most  emi¬ 
nent  merchants  of  Boston.  He  was  a  sea  captain  in  1708,  and  was 
appointed  counsellor  by  Queen  Anne  February  14,  1712.  He  was 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  1713  to  1718,  and  in  1717  he 
was  appointed  Lieutenant  Governor  of  New  Hampshire.  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  was  then  part  of  Massachusetts,  so  it  did  not  have  a  governor  of 
its  own.  He  held  this  position  until  his  death  on  December  12,  1730. 
For  five  years  during  the  change  of  the  governors  of  the  Province, 
John  Wentworth  was  in  full  charge  of  the  Province.  During  this 
time  he  was  quite  instrumental  in  quelling  an  Indian  war,  known  as 
Lovell’s  War.  He  was  quite  wealthy  and  very  well  esteemed  by  all. 

Benning  (4)  Wentworth  (born  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  July  24, 
1696,  died  there  October  14,  1770)  was  a  son  of  John  (3)  Wentworth. 
He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1715  and  became  a  merchant  at 
Portsmouth,  X.  H.,  which  town  he  represented  in  the  provincial  as¬ 
sembly  until  he  became  King’s  Councillor  in  1734.  On  October  13,  1741, 
when  New  Hampshire  was  made  a  distinct  province,  he  became  its 
governor,  in  which  position  he  continued  until  his  resignation  in  1767. 
“The  history  of  his  administration  is  the  history  of  the  state  for  the 
period.  His  service  of  twenty-five  years  was  longer  than  that  of  any 
other  governor  in  America  who  ever  held  a  commission.”  He  was  author¬ 
ized  to  grant  patents  to  unoccupied  land,  and  in  1749  began  making 
grants  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Connecticut  River,  the  district  now 
known  as  Vermont.  Colonial  New  York  governors  considered  this 
their  right  also,  and  a  famous  dispute  occurred.  Governor  Wentworth 
exacted  heavy  fees  for  his  grants  and  so  amassed  considerable  property. 
In  all  the  grants  he  stipulated  that  land  be  provided  for  the  Episcopal 
Church.  Bennington,  Vermont,  was  named  in  his  honor.  He  gave 
Dartmouth  College  the  500  acres  of  land  on  which  the  college  buildings 
are  erected.  His  second  marriage  has  been  immortalized  in  Long¬ 
fellow’s  poem,  “Lady  Wentworth.” 
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Farmhouse 
in  which 


at  Chestnut  Hills,  N.  H.,  which  replaced  house 
Ephraim  (5)  and  Jonathan  (5)  Wentworth 
were  born. 


Farmhouse  at  Newfield,  Maine,  property  of  Titcomb  (6)  Went¬ 
worth,  where  my  grandfather,  Elmer  M.  (8)  Wentworth,  was  born. 
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Sir  John  (5)  Wentworth  (born  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  August  9, 
1737,  died  at  Halifax,  N.  S.,  April  8,  1828)  was  a  nephew  of  Ben- 
ning  Wentworth.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1755,  being  a  class- 
'mate  of  John  Adams,  and  became  a  merchant.  In  1765  he  was  agent 
.  of  New  Hampshire  to  present  a  petition  against  the  Stamp  Act  in  Eng¬ 
land.  “The  zeal  and  talent  displayed  by  young  Wentworth  commended 
him  to  the  ministry  and  had  no  small  effect  in  securing  the  repeal  of  that 
odious  Act.”  While  in  England  he  was  appointed  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire  to  succeed  Benning  Wentworth,  and  “Surveyor  of  the  King’s 
Woods”  for  all  North  America.  Landing  in  March,  1767,  at  Charles¬ 
ton,  S.  C.,  he  traveled  through  all  the  colonies,  and  then  returned  to 
New  Hampshire  and  his  difficult  duties  as  Governor.  The  colonists 
were  beginning  to  get  rebellious,  but  Wentworth  was  popular,  since 
he  lowered  the  taxes  and  often  remonstrated  to  England.  He  was  able 
to  keep  Portsmouth  from  entering  the  non-importation  agreements  until 
1770.  His  popularity  increased  when  he  shipped  the  East  Indian  tea  to 
Halifax,  but  his  authority,  died  out  when  it  became  known  that  he  aided 
in  securing  carpenters  to  build  barracks  for  General  Gage’s  troops. 
When,  on  December  4,  1774,  the  fort  in  Portsmouth  harbor  was  at¬ 
tacked,  he  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  to  the  fort  and  then  to  a  war¬ 
ship.  At  the  Isle  of  Shoals,  he  made  his  last  official  act,  when  he  pro¬ 
rogued  the  assembly.  He  went  to  Boston  and  thence  to  England,  where 
he  w'as  appointed  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia,  which  position  he  held  from 
1792  to  1808.  He  was  very  active  in  founding  Dartmouth  College. 
He  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1795. 

Colonel  John  Wentworth 

It  is  interesting  that  the  control  of  government  in  New  Hampshire, 
following  the  withdrawal  of  the  royal  governor,  Sir  John  Wentworth, 
in  mid-July,  1775,  fell  to  the  hands  of  his  cousin,  Colonel  John  Went¬ 
worth,  and  the  establishment  of  the  revolutionary  government  was 
largely  under  the  direction  of  the  latter. 

Col.  John  Wentworth  was  born  March  30,  1719,  the  son  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  (3)  and  Elizabeth  (Leighton)  Wentworth.  He  was  the  grand¬ 
son  of  Ezekiel  (2)  Wentworth,  son  of  Elder  William  (1)  Wentworth, 
the  immigrant.  He  was  born  in  Dover,  in  the  section  now  called  Rol- 
linsford.  When  six  years  old,  he  and  three  younger  sisters  were  left 
fatherless,  and  he  owed  much  of  his  early  educational  and  business  op¬ 
portunities  to  his  uncle,  Col.  Paul  (3)  Wentworth.  In  fact,  his  uncle 
took  such  a  deep  interest  in  him  that  he  was  made  his  principal  heir, 
receiving  the  homestead  as  well  as  Col.  Paul’s  house  in  Salmon  Falls. 

In  1747  he  was  chosen  selectman  in  Dover  and  was  frequently  re¬ 
turned  to  that  office.  He  was  elected  representative  to  the  state  legis¬ 
lature  from  Dover  in  1749,  and  when  Somersworth  was  separated  from 
Dover  in  1755,  he  was  chosen  their  representative  to  the  legislature, 
on  October  21.  He  was  intermittently  a  member  until  1767,  after 
which  he  was  chosen  annually  until  the  proroguing  of  the  legislature  by 
Governor  John  Wentworth  in  1775.  In  1771  he  was  elected  Speaker 
of  the  House  and  continued  in  this  office  throughout  the  existence  of 
the  Provincial  Government.  * 
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In  1773,  he  was  made  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
for  the  newly  created  County  of  Strafford,  and  continued  until  1775. 
Under  the  Revolutionary  Government,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  January  17,  1776,  and  continued  in  this 
position  until  his  death,  May  17,  1781,  despite  the  fact  that  he  had  no 
legal  education.  He  was  also  one  of  the  State  Counsellors  from  Decem¬ 
ber  21,  1775,  until  his  death. 

He  was  colonel  commanding  the  2nd  New  Hampshire  Regiment  at 
the  time  of  its  review  before  Governor  Wentworth  in  1774,  while  he 
was  its  lieutenant  colonel  as  early  as  1767,  when  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  John  Gage. 

On  the  20th  of  May,  1774,  he,  with  six  other  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  was  appointed  to  the  committee  authorized 
to  handle  the  relationships  between  colonies  preceding  the  Revolution. 
It  was  to  Colonel  Wentworth  that  the  report  of  the  Massachusetts 
Committee  telling  of  Lexington,  Concord,  and  the  British  encampment 
on  Bunker  Hill  was  addressed.  Col.  Wentworth  was  president  of  the 
convention  called  at  Exeter,  April  21,  1775,  to  deliberate  on  the  crisis. 
He  later  called  attention  to  the  supply  and  ammunition  shortage  and 
the  dangers  of  concentrating  the  militia  on  false  alarms.  On  January 
5,  1776,  the  State  Congress  at  Exeter  resolved  to  form  a  government. 
Col.  Wentworth  was  president  of  the  Congress  and  was  appointed 
Counsellor  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  by  it. 

He  was  buried  on  May  21,  1781,  in  the  family  burial  ground  on  the 
farm  near  Salmon  Falls,  N.  H. 


George  Albert  Wentworth 

From  a  scientific  standpoint,  the  most  noteworthy  member  of  the 
family  was  George  Albert  (6)  Wentworth,  the  distinguished  teacher 
of  mathematics  and  author  of  a  broad  series  of  textbooks  on  mathematical 
and  technical  subjects.  He  was  born  at  Wakefield,  N.  H.,  July  31, 
1835,  the  son  of  Edmund  Wentworth  and  Eliza  (Lang)  Wentworth. 
He  was  one  of  nine  children.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1858, 
and  immediately  went  to  Phillips-Exeter  Academy  at  Exeter,  N.  H., 
to  join  the  staff  in  mathematics.  In  August  of  1864,  he  married  Emily 
Johnson,  daughter  of  Daniel  G.  Hatch  of  Covington,  Ky.,  by  whom  he 
had  two  children,  Ellen  Lang  (7)  Wentworth,  born  July  25,  1865, 
and  George  (7)  Wentworth,  born  January  8,  1868. 

He  descended  from  Elder  William,  through  Ephraim  (2),  Ephraim 
(3),  Spencer  (4),  and  Edmund  (5). 

He  continued  as  Professor  of  Mathematics  at'  Phillips-Exeter  until 
1891.  In  collaboration  with  Prof.  G.  A.  Hill,  he  prepared  a  series  of 
textbooks  on  algebra,  arithmetic,  geometry  and  physics.  Single-handed, 
he  was  the  author  of  a  series  of  mathematical  works  comprising  about 
forty  volumes,  the  best  known  of  which  are  “Elements  of  Geometry” 
(1878),  “Surveying  and  Navigation”  (1882),  and  “Higher  Algebra” 
(1892).  He  died  May  24,  1906,  at  Dover,  N.  H.

“Long”  John  Wentworth  of  Chicago 

John  (7)  Wentworth,  descendant  of  Elder  William  Wentworth 
through  his  son  Ezekiel,  was  the  son  of  Paul  (6)  and  Lydia  (7)  (Cogs¬ 
well)  Wentworth.  He  was  born  March  5,  1815,  at  Sandwich,  N.  H. 
He  was  left  in  Dover  with  his  maternal  grandfather  in  1819,  where  he 
attended  school.  He  attended  also  the  Sandwich  school,  the  Foster 
Academy  at  Gilmanton,  N.  H.,  Wolfeborough  Academy,  New  Hamp¬ 
ton  Academy  and  Meredith,  N.  H.,  district  school.  In  1831,  he  taught 
school  at  Simpson  Hill.  In  1832  he  attended  the  Academy  at  South 
Berwick,  Me.,  and  in  the  same  year  he  entered  Dartmouth  College 
at  Hanover,  N.  H.,  where  he  graduated  in  1836,  and  was  conferred 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  in  1867. 

On  October  3,  1836,  he  left  his  father’s  home  for  the  far  w’est. 
Traveling  by  stage  and  canal  he  reached  Chicago  on  October  25,  1837. 
He  was  employed  on  a  newspaper,  the  Democrat ,  of  which  he  eventually 
became  the  proprietor.  He  entered  politics  and  became  corporation 
printer  and  school  inspector.  During  his  leisure  hours  he  studied  law 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1841.  At  twenty-eight  years  of  age,  in 
1843,  he  was  elected  Congressman  and  was  in  Congress  till  1847,  when 
he  declined  re-election,  but  was  elected  several  times  later.  He  attended 
the  inaugurations  of  Presidents  Tyler,  Polk,  Taylor,  Pierce,  Buchanan 
and  Lincoln.  He  was  one  of  a  committee  to  receive  President  Lincoln’s 
remains  when  they  arrived  in  Chicago. 

He  was  elected  Mayor  of  Chicago  in  1857  and  I860,  both  times 
refusing  re-election  after  the  first  year.  During  his  term  of  office, 
he  introduced  the  first  steam  fire  engine  to  Chicago.  He  received  the 
Prince  of  Wales  in  1861.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Committee 
that  revised  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  His  later  city 
offices  included  police  commissioner  and  membership  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  during  which  latter  service  he  laid  the  broad  foundations 
for  the  Chicago  public  school  system. 

In  1844  he  married  Roxanna  Marie  Loomis  of  Troy,  N.  Y. 

For  many  years  he  owned  a  farm  where  the  town  of  Argo  now 
stands,  west  of  the  south  side  of  Chicago.  He  was  a  prominent  breeder 
of  pure  bred  Shorthorn  cattle,  exhibiting  at  the  fairs,  and  was  a  pioneer 
in  introducing  the  premier  breed  of  mutton  sheep,  the  Southdown,  to 
the  United  States.  He  was  very  fond  of  trotting  horses,  and  kept  a 
number  of  excellent  roadsters  and  show  horses.  He  was  prominent  in 
connection  with  the  old  Lake  Front  Fat  Stock  Show,  held  where  the 
Art  Institute  now  stands. 

William  Charles  Wentworth 

William  Charles  Wentworth  (1793-1872)  called  the  “Great  Aus¬ 
tralian  Patriot,”  who  claimed  descent  from  the  Earl  of  Strafford, 
1  homas  Wentworth,  but  apparently  without  sufficient  cause,  was  born 
»n  1793  on  Norfolk  Island,  the  penal  settlement  of  New  South  Wales, 
where  his  father,  D’Arcy  Wentworth,  an  Irish  gentleman  of  Roscom¬ 
mon  family,  who  had  immigrated  in  1790,  was  then  Government  Sur- 
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geon.  The  son  was  educated  in  England,  but  spent  much  of  his  time, 
before  his  matriculation  at  Cambridge,  in  Australia.  He  early  at¬ 
tracted  the  attention  of  the  Governor,  Macquarie,  by  the  exploration 
he  and  two  other  colonists,  Blaxland  and  Lawson,  did.  In  1813,  after 
a  severe  drought  had  made  it  of  vital  importance  to  find  new  pastures, 
the  three  crossed  the  Nepean  River  at  Emu  Plains  and,  after  crossing 
the  dividing  range,  were  able  to  see  the  grassy  plains  near  Fish  River. 
The  western  descent  of  these  difficult  mountains  which  are  cut  by 
precipitous  ravines  that  make  travel  impossible,  seemed  easy,  so  the 
men  returned  to  report  their  discovery.  Roads  were  built  and  by  their 
discovery  the  inland  grazing  lands  of  Australia  were  opened.  In  1819, 
he  published  a  book  on  Australasia.  In  1823  he  just  missed  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  “Chancellor’s  Medal.”  He  returned  to  Sydney  and  entered  the 
bar.  In  1824,  with  some  compatriots,  he  started  a  party  newspaper. 
He  formed  a  “Patriotic  Association”  that  carried  on  agitation  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  Australia  for  local  government.  They  succeeded  in  deposing 
the  Governor,  Lord  Darling,  and  in  guiding  his  successor,  Lord  Bourke. 
The  Constitution  Act  was  his  own  work,  and  he  led  the  Squatter  party. 
He  founded  the  University  of  Sydney,  where  his  son  established  bursar¬ 
ies,  From  1861  to  1872  he  was  in  England,  dying  there  March  20, 
1872.  His  body  was  taken  to  Australia,  and  afforded  a  public  funeral 
at  Sydney  by  the  order  of  the  New  South  Wales  legislature.  He 
occupied  in  the  history  of  New  South  Wales,  and  Australia  in  general, 
a  position  analogous  to  that  of  Thomas  Jefferson  in  American  history. 

The  Wentworths  of  England 

Most  of  the  branches  of  the  Wentworth  family  remained  in  Eng¬ 
land,  occupying  high  positions  in  state  and  church.  They  also  traced 
descent  from  William  Wentworth  of  Wentworth-Woodhouse,  who  was 
ancestor  of  eight  distinct  lines  of  the  family.  Some  branches  of  the 
English  families  were  the  Wentworths  of  Wentworth-Woodhouse,  the 
Wentworths  of  North  Elmsal,  the  Wentworths  of  the  Wentworth- 
Dilke  line,  the  Wentworths  of  Lillingstone-Lovell,  the  Wentworths  of 
Fitzwilliam  and  the  Wentworths  of  Gosfield,  Essex  and  Buckingham¬ 
shire. 

From  the  first  two  lines,  which  are  the  main  ones,  many  famous 
people  are  descended.  Sir  Robert’s  son,  Thomas,  Baron  Wentworth  of 
Nettlestead,  was  one  of  the  peers  who  signed  the  letter  to  the  Pope  in 
favor  of  Henry  VIII’s  divorce  from  Catherine  of  Aragon,  and  was  one 
of  the  judges  of  Anne  Boleyn.  He  was  also  Lord  Chamberlain  to 
Edward  VI.

The  following  paragraphs  give  a  brief  outline  of  the  lives  of 
some  of  the  Wentworths  of  England  and  elsewhere  who  were  famous 
in  history  and  politics. 

Sir  William  (12)  Wentworth  (see  page  11  for  him  and  his  ances¬ 
try)  married  Isabel  Hooton,  daughter  of  Robert  Hooton,  of  Hooton- 
Roberts  in  Yorkshire,  and  later  Lucy,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Skelton. 
He  had 
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Sir  William  (13)  Wentworth,  who  married  Lucy  Tinsley,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  Tinsley,  and  Lucy,  daughter  of  Walter  Bratt. 

Thomas  (14)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  Sir 
William  Fleming  of  Waith  in  Lincolnshire. 

William  (15)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  married  Lucy,  daughter  of  Isabel, 
wife  of  William  Sheffield  of  Bolderstown. 

William  (16)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  married  first,  Isabella,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Durant,  Esq.,  and  second,  Isabel,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas 
Reresby  of  Thriberg  in  Yorkshire. 

Sir  Thomas  (17)  Wentworth,  son  of  William  (16)  by  his  first  wife, 
fought  valiantly  on  the  side  of  Henry  VI  at  the  battle  of  Hexham, 
April  3,  1463,  when  he  was  made  prisoner  with  the  Duke  of  Somerset. 
He  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Rediman,  Knight,  of  Har¬ 
wood  Tower,  Yorkshire. 

William  (18)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  married  in  1461  Isabel,  daughter 
of  Sir  William  Fitzwilliam  of  Aldevarke,  Yorkshire,  and  later  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Clarell. 

Sir  Thomas  (19)  Wentworth  was  knighted  for  bravery  in  the 
Battle  of  Spurs,  August  16,  1513.  By  this  time,  the  wealth  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  had  become  enormous,  since  the  successors  were  only  sons  and  had 
married  heiresses,  and  Sir  Thomas  (19)  was  often  called  “Golden 
Thomas.”  He  paid  a  heavy  fine  to  be  excused  from  accepting  the 
“Order  of  the  Bath”  and  obtained  a  license  from  Henry  VIII  to  re¬ 
main  covered  in  the  royal  presence.  The  reason  was  his  infirmity, 
but  as  he  died  twenty  years  later,  December  5,  1548,  it  was  probably 
to  gratify  some  whim  or  fancy  at  a  great  price.  He  married  Beatrice, 
daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Woodruff,  Knight,  of  Wooley,  in  Yorkshire. 

Thomas  (20)  Wentworth,  the  fourth  son,  married  Grace,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  Gascoigne  of  Lansingcroft,  Yorkshire.  He  had  children  but 
the  line  ran  out. 

Michael  (20),  the  third  son,  settled  at  Mendham  Priory,  Suffolk, 
and  became  cofferer  to  Henry  VIII  and  comptroller  to  the  Queen. 

He  married  first,  Isabel,  daughter  of  Percival  Whitley,  Esq.,  of 
Whitley,  County  York,  and  second,  Agnes  Curson.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  oldest  son  by  his  first  wife, 

Thomas  (21)  Wentworth,  also  of  Mendham  Priory.  At  the  post¬ 
mortem  of  his  father,  April  30,  1559,  he  was  determined  as  being  17 
years  2  months  of  age.  He  married  Susan,  daughter  of  Christopher 
Hopton. 

Michael  (22)  Wentworth,  in  1559,  purchased  the  estate  of  Wooley 
in  Yorkshire ;  henceforth  this  branch  of  the  family  is  known  as  the 
Wentworths  of  Wooley.  He  married  in  1585,  Frances,  daughter  and 
heir  of  George  Downes,  Esq.,  of  Paunton,  County  Hereford.  His  sec¬ 
ond  son,  Michael  (23),  born  1597,  was  Captain  of  Horse  in  the  civil 
wars,  during  which  he  died,  unmarried. 

Sir  George  (23)  Wentworth,  Knight,  died  October  18,  1660,  on 
his  birthday,  aged  sixty  years.  He  married  first,  Anne,  daughter 
of  Thomas,  first  Lord  Fairfax,  of  Denton.  Anne  was  born  at 
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Brancham,  October  8,  1600,  and  died  at  Denton,  twenty-four  years 
later.  His  second  wife  was  Everild,  daughter  of  Sir  Christopher 
Maltby,  of  Maltby,  County  York.  Sir  George’s  (23)  line  ran  out  after 
three  generations. 

Elizabeth  (23)  married  Richard  Beaumont. 

John  (23)  Wentworth  was  born  in  1607,  and  died  in  1682.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Aldburgh.  Their  eldest  son, 

Sir  Michael  (24)  Wentworth,  *  born  in  1654,  married  in  1673 
Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Godfrey  Copley,  Bart.,  of  Spratborough, 
County  York.  He  died  September  8,  1696.  He  was  knighted  at 
Windsor,  July  5,  1681,  and  was  a  member  of  Parliament. 

Godfrey  (25)  Wentworth,  third  son,  was  born  in  October,  1678, 
married  Anna  Maria,  daughter  of  Giles  Clark,  Esq.,  barrister  of  Lion’s 

Inn. 

Godfrey  (26)  Wentworth,  of  Wooley  and  Hickleton,  was  Lord 
Mayor  of  York  in  1759  and  subsequently  M.  P.  for  the  county.  He 
married  in  1727  his  cousin  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Lyon  Pilkington, 
Bart.  He  died  January  18,  1780,  aged  eighty-four  years.  Anna 
Maria,  his  eldest  daughter,  married  Sir  John  Armytage,  Bart. ;  the  male 
branch  of  this  line  is  extinct. 

Continuing  through  Sir  Thomas  (19)  Wentworth  and  Beatrix 
Woodruff — 

William  (20)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  married  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Ralph  Beeston,  Esq.,  of  Beeston,  Yorkshire. 

William  (21)  Wentworth,  Esq.,  High  Sheriff  of  Yorkshire,  mar¬ 
ried  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Gascoigne,  Knight. 

Sir  William  (22),  also  High  Sheriff  of  Yorkshire  in  1603,  was 
created  Banooet  on  June  29,  1611,  and  died  in  1614.  He  married  Anne, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert  Atkins,  Knight,  of  Stowell,  County 
Gloucester. 

Sir  George  (23)  graduated  from  Oxford  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  He 
was  a  member  of  Parliament  in  1640,  but  was  disabled  on  account  of 
loyalty  to  Charles  I.  After  the  restoration,  he  was  knighted  and  made 
General  of  the  Forces  in  Ireland  as  well  as  Privy  Counsellor  of  that 
Kingdom.  He  died  in  1667.  His  wife  was  Frances,  daughter  and  co¬ 
heir  of  Sir  Francis  Ruishe,  Knight,  of  Sarre,  in  the  Isle  of  Thoret, 
County  Kent. 

Sir  William  (23)  was  knighted  by  Charles  I  and  fell  in  his  service 
at  the  Battle  of  Marston  Moor,  July  3,  1644.  He  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  co-heir  of  Thomas  Savile.  His  son, 

William  (24)  Knight,  was  high  sheriff  of  Yorkshire  in  1672-73, 
and  died  in  London  of  apoplexy,  June  1,  1692.  He  married  in  1667 
Isabella,  daughter  of  Sir  Allen  Apsley,  Knight,  Treasurer  of  the  House¬ 
hold  to  James.  Duke  of  York,  afterward  King  James  II. 

Thomas  (25)  succeeded  as  the  third  Baron  Raby  in  1695.  He 
served  under  King  William  III,  in  Flanders,  where  his  brother,  Wil¬ 
liam  (25),  a  Captain  of  Horse,  was  killed.  In  the  campaigns  of  the 
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Duke  of  Marlborough  in  the  time  of  Queen  Anne,  he  was  ambassador 
to  various  continental  courts.  He  was  created,  on  September  4,  1711, 
Viscount  Wentworth  and  Earl  of  Strafford,  with  especial  remainder  to 
his  brother  Peter  and  male  descendants.  He  was  Knight  of  the  Garter. 
He  married  Anne,  heiress  of  Sir  Henry  Johnson,  Knight. 

William  <  26)  succeeded  his  father  as  Earl  of  Strafford,  and  married 
Lady  Anne  Campbell,  daughter  of  John,  Duke  of  Argyll. 

Thomas  Wentworth 

First  Earl  of  Strafford 

Returning  to  Sir  William  (22)  Wentworth,  Bart.: 

Sir  Thomas  (23)  Wentworth,  born  in  Chancery  Lane,  London, 
April  13,  1593,  and  died  by  execution  at  Tower  Hill,  May  12,  1641. 
He  entered  St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  in  1617,  and  became  a  stu¬ 
dent  of  the  Inner  Temple.  In  1611,  he  became  a  knight.  He  went  to 
Parliament  from  Yorkshire  for  the  period  1614-1621.  He  was  sheriff 
of  his  county  during  the  next  Parliament  and  so  could  not  serve.  Sir 
Thomas  succeeded  his  father  in  1614  as  Second  Baronet  and  was 
created  Baron  Wentworth  of  Wentworth-Woodhouse  on  July  22,  1628, 
and  Viscount  Wentworth  December  10,  1628.  On  January  12,  1640, 
he  was  made  Baron  of  Raby  and  Earl  of  Strafford. 

When  Charles  I*  had  recourse  to  a  general  loan  to  raise  money, 
Wentworth  refused  and  was  imprisoned  at  Marshalsea.  In  1628  he 
took  his  seat  in  Yorkshire,  and  became  Baron  and  Viscount,  and  Privy 
Councillor  and  President  of  the  North.  After  the  assassination  of 
Buckingham,  he  became  very  important  in  the  King’s  Council,  and  his 
powers  were  enormous.  In  1632  he  was  appointed  Lord-Deputy  of 
Ireland,  for  which  country  he  greatly  improved  the  laws,  revenues  and 
trade.  At  a  considerable  personal  outlay  of  funds,  he  introduced  flax 
and  established  looms,  thus  endowing  a  new  and  valuable  industry  for 
Ireland.  In  March,  1640,  he  was  made  Knight  of  the  Garter,  follow^ 
ing  which  he  was  appointed  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty.  At  the 
Puritan  uprising,  he  was  impeached  by  Parliament  for  his  support  of 
the  King  and  Privy  Council.  He  was  appointed  to  full  command  of 
the  Kin  g’s  armies,  but  at  a  very  inopportune  time,  since  he  met  great 
reverses,  more  from  others’  inefficiency  than  his  own.  He  was  recalled 
to  meet  the  charges  of  Parliament  and  was  accused  of  high  treason,  but 
would  probably  have  been  released  were  it  not  for  the  extremely  ill- 
advised  action  of  Charles  I.  His  trial  resulted  in  his  being  condemned 
to  death  and  his  fate  lacked  only  the  King’s  signature.  He  entreated 
the  King  to  sign  it,  in  order  that  the  King  and  his  subjects  be  brought 
closer  together.  The  King  finally  yielded,  sealing  his  own  doom. 
Strafford  met  his  fate  on  May  12,  1641.  He  was  the  “great  person” 
of  English  annals,  according  to  many.  His  patriotism  and  ideals  were 
fully  as  noble  as  his  antagonists’,  differing  only  in  believing  in  a  strong 
King  rather  than  a  strong  Parliament.  “He  has  never  had  his  equal,” 
according  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe,  who  reflected  the  beliefs  of  people  “not 
blinded  by  political  antagonism.” 
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When  he  was  beheaded  May  12,  1641,  his  honors  were  forfeited. 
By  his  second  of  three  wives,  Lady  Arabella  Holies,  he  had 

William  (24)  Wentworth,  born  June  8,  1642.  By  an  act  of 
Parliament,  he  was  restored  to  all  his  father’s  titles  and  dignities.  He 
married  Lady  Henrietta  Maria  Stanley,  daughter  of  James,  seventh  Earl 
of  Derby,  who  died  of  spotted  fever  in  London.  Li  is  second  wife, 
Henrietta,  was  the  daughter  of  Frederick  Charles  De  Roy  de  la  Roche¬ 
foucauld,  Generalissimo  of  the  forces  of  the  King  of  Denmark,  who 
survived  him.  He  died  without  issue,  and  the  Barony  of  Raby  passed 
to  his  cousin,  Thomas  (25),  grandson  of  his  uncle,  Sir  William  (23) 
Wentworth  (whom  see,  page  25). 

While  the  lands  of  Wentworth-Woodhouse  continued  to  be  the  seat 
of  the  chiefs,  and  descended  from  sire  to  son,  in  an  unbroken  series,  till 
the  succession  of  male  heirs  failed  with  William,  the  Second  Earl  of 
Strafford,  the  junior  scions  of  the  family  founded,  in  several  instances, 
houses  of  rank  and  influence,  the  Wentworths  of  Wooley,  of  North 
and  South  Elmsal,  of  Bretton,  of  Wentworth  Castle,  of  Nettlestead, 
etc.  From  the  North  Elmsal  branch  descended  D’Arcy  Wentworth  of 
Argreagh,  County  Meath,  ancestor  of  the  Wentworths  of  Fyanstown, 
County  Meath,  and  of  the  Wentworths  who  settled  at  Vancluse,  near 
Sydney,  New  South  Wales. 

Thomas  Wentworth 

Second  Baron  of  Nettlestead 

Thomas  Wentworth  (born  1525,  died  1584)  was  the  eldest  son 
of  the  first  Baron  Wentworth,  whose  story  appears  on  page  22.  He 
served  with  distinction  under  his  relative,  the  Protector  Somerset,  at 
the  Battle  of  Pinkie  in  1547,  but  in  1551  he  was  one  of  the  peers  who 
condemned  Somerset  to  death  on  a  charge  of  felony.  Wentworth  was  a 
trusted  counsellor  of  Queen  Mary,  who  made  him  Deputy  of  Calais. 
He  was  the  last  Englishman  to  hold  this  post,  since  he  was  forced  to 
surrender  to  the  French,  his  representations  as  to  the  defenselessness  of 
the  town  having  been  disregarded  in  Britain.  He  was  a  prisoner  in 
France  for  a  year,  and  on  his  return  to  England  he  was  sent  to  the 
Tower  on  a  charge  of  treason  in  losing  Calais,  but  was  finally  acquitted. 
His  first  son  having  died  before  him,  on  his  death  the  title  passed  to 
his  second  son,  who  was  one  of  the  judges  of  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots. 

Thomas  Wentworth 

First  Earl  of  Cleveland 

Thomas  Wentworth  was  born  in  1591  and  died  in  1667.  He  was 
the  eldest  son  of  Henry,  the  third  Baron  Wentworth  of  Nettlestead, 
whom  he  succeeded  to  the  title  as  fourth  Baron.  In  1626  he  was 
created  Earl  of  Cleveland,  and  in  the  following  year  he  served  under 
Buckingham  at  La  Rochelle.  Adhering  to  the’  King’s  cause  in  the 
Parliamentary  troubles,  he  attended  his  kinsman  Strafford  at  his  execu¬ 
tion,  and  afterwards  was  a  general  on  the  Royalist  side  in  the  Civil 
War  until  he  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  second  battle  of  Newbury. 
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Cleveland  commanded  cavalry  at  Worcester  in  1651,  where  he  again 
was  made  a  prisoner,  remaining  in  the  Tower  until  1656.  His  ex¬ 
travagances  in  early  life  made  the  selling  of  Nettlestead  necessary,  and 
the  Earldom  of  Cleveland  became  extinct.  Clarendon  described  him  as 
“a  man  of  signal  courage  and  an  excellent  officer.”  His  cavalry  charge 
at  Cropredy  Bridge  was  one  of  the  most  brilliant  incidents  of  the  Civil 
War.  It  was  through  his  bravery  and  presence  of  mind  that  Charles  II 
was  enabled  to  escape  from  Worcester.  He  outlived  his  son  Thomas, 
Baron  Wentworth,  and  so  was  succeeded  by  Henrietta  Maria,  Baroness 
Wentworth.  She  died  without  issue  and  the  title  reverted  to  Cleve¬ 
land’s  daughter,  Anne,  and  to  her  granddaughter,  Martha.  From  her 
are  descended  Viscount  Wentworth  of  Wellsborough,  Anne  Isabella, 
wife  of  Lord  Byron,  the  poet,  and  the  Earls  of  Lovelace  and  Went¬ 
worth. 

Paul  Wentworth 

Paul  Wentworth  (born  1533— died  1593),  a  prominent  member  of 
Parliament  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  came  from  the  Lillingstone-Lovell 
branch  of  the  family.  His  father,  Sir  Nicholas  Wentworth,  was  Chief 
Porter  of  Calais.  Paul  Wentworth  was  of  Puritan  sympathies,  and 
he  first  came  into  notice  by  the  freedom  with  which  he  debated  and 
criticized  Elizabeth’s  prohibition  of  discussion  of  the  question  of  her 
successor  in  Parliament.  Paul,  who  was  probably  the  author  of  the 
famous  Puritan  devotional  book  ‘‘The  Miscellanie,  or  Registrie  and 
Methodicall  Directorieof  Orizons,”  became  possessed  of  Burnham  Abbey 
before  his  death.  His  oration  against  Queen  Elizabeth  is  very  famous 
and  has  been  preserved  in  numerous  oratorical  collections,  including  that 
compiled  by  Chauncey  Depew. 

Peter  Wentworth 

Peter  Wentworth  (born  1530 — died  1596)  was  the  eldest  brother 
of  Paul  Wentworth,  just  discussed,  and,  like  his  brother,  a  prominent 
Puritan  leader  in  Parliament,  to  which  he  was  first  elected  in  1571. 
He  took  a  firm  attitude  in  support  of  the  liberties  of  Parliament  against 
the  encroachment  of  the  Royal  prerogative.  He  delivered  a  speech  on 
this  subject  February  8,  1576,  for  which  he  was  confined  in  the  Tower. 
He  was  again  committed  to  the  Tower  in  1587  for  attempting  to  re¬ 
strict  the  Queen’s  ecclesiastical  prerogative.  In  1593  he  was  again  im¬ 
prisoned  and  it  is  probable  that  he  did  not  regain  his  freedom,  since  he 
died  in  the  Tower  in  1596.  While  there  he  wrote  a  famous  treatise, 
“A  pithie  exhortation  to  her  Majesty  for  establishing  her  Successor  to 
the  Crown,”  now  in  the  British  Museum. 

Sir  Peter  Wentworth 

Peter  Wentworth  (born  1592 — died  1675)  was  a  grandson  of 
Peter  Wentworth,  just  discussed.  In  1634  he  was  Sheriff  of  Oxford 
and  was  in  Parliament  for  the  “Long  Parliament,”  but  refused  to 
act  as  Commissioner  for  the  trial  of  Charles  I.  He  was  a  member  of 
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the  Council  of  State  during  the  Commonwealth,  but  was  denounced  by 
Cromwell  as  immoral  in  1653,  and  his  speech  in  reply  was  interrupted 
by  Cromwell’s  forcible  expulsion  of  the  Commons.  Sir  Peter,  who  was 
a  friend  of  Milton,  died  unmarried,  the  estate  going  to  the  Wentworth- 

Dilke  line.

The  Coat-of-Arms 

The  fundamental  feature  in  the  coat-of-arms  designating  it  to 
belong  to  the  Wentworth  family  is  the  black  shield,  bearing  a  gold 
chevron  and  three  leopard’s  faces  in  gold.  The  shield  was  surmounted 
by  a  crest  bearing  on  it  a  silver  griffon  segreant  (the  animal  standing, 
but  not  in  motion).  This  griffon  segreant  was  probably  symbolic  of 
Wentt,  Went,  or  Guent  in  the  County  of  Somerset.  In  general, 
griffons  seem  to  have  been  associated  with  this  family  name  or  with 
Went  (white)  rivers.  The  early  crests  of  the  family  show  the  griffon 
segreant ,  but,  beginning  with  Wentworth-Woodhouse,  the  griffon  is  rep¬ 
resented  passant  (in  motion).  The  third  characteristic  of  the  Went¬ 
worth  coat-of-arms  is  the  motto  at  the  base,  “En  Dieu  est  Tout” 
(In  God  is  everything).  This  motto  is  known  to  have  been  used  by 
other  families,  notably  by  the  Chambres  of  Halhead  Hall  and  Kendal 
in  Westmoreland  County;  by  the  Conollys  of  Castletown,  County  Kil¬ 
dare,  Ireland;  by  the  Davies  in  Wales;  by  St.  Agata,  the  MarchionesS 
of  Naples;  by  the  Sharpes  of  Melton  in  Suffolkshire;  and  by  the  Sturts 
(Barons  Allington)  of  Herts  and  Cambridge.  None  of  these  families 
seems  to  have  utilized  this  motto  over  as  extended  a  period  as  the  Went¬ 
worths,  however,  in  most  cases  the  record  of  its  use  covering  only  two 
or  five  generations. 

The  coat-of-arms  of  tjie  Wentworth  family,  appearing  on  page  28, 
shows  the  fundamental  qualities  of  the  Wentworth  crest,  except  for  the 
scroll  supporters  on  each  side  of  the  shield  and  the  helment  between  the 
shield  and  crest,  whose  five  bars  indicate  that  the  owner  was  of  the  nobil¬ 
ity.  On  the  same  page  is  also  given  the  coat-of-arms  of  Wentworth,  Earl 
of  Strafford.  This  shows  the  insertion  of  a  coronet  between  the  shield 
and  crest,  indicating  that  he  was  an  Earl.  There  is  also  a  change  in 
the  supporters,  a  silver  griffon  being  placed  on  the  shield’s  own  right 
side,  and  a  gold  lion  on  its  left  side.  These  supporters  were  later  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  Watson-Wentworths,  Mar¬ 
quesses  of  Rockingham. 
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CHAPTER  IV 


My  Maternal  Ancestry 

Due  to  the  fact  that  my  great-grandparents  on  my  maternal  side 
were  all  born  in  Great  Britain,  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  any  satis¬ 
factory  degree  of  information. 

The  McCulla  Family 

My  great-grandfather,  John  McCulla,  was  born  in  1817,  in  Cavan 
County,  Ireland.  His  parents  immigrated  to  Canada  when  he  was 
seven  years  old,  settling  near  North  Gower,  Ontario,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Ottawa.  He  was  the  oldest  of  a  family  of  ten  children.  His  brothers 
were  named  Robert,  William,  Abraham,  James,  and  Francis,  and  his 
sisters  were  Margaret,  Jane,  Mary,  and  Eliza.  On  July  9,  1840,  John 
McCulla  married  Mary  Good,  a  native  of  Canada.  She  was  born  in 
1818,  just  north  of  North  Gower,  and  was  of  Irish  descent.  They 
moved  to  the  United  States  in  April  of  1860,  and  located  near  Cresco, 
Iowa,  where  they  lived  for  about  twelve  years.  They  then  moved  to 
West  Mitchell,  Iowa,  where  they  lived  for  about  two  years,  then  pur¬ 
chasing,  near  Toeterville,  the  farm  which  adjoins  my  grandfather’s 
farm  on  the  south.  They  had  eight  children,- William,  James  (my 
grandfather),  Alexander,  John,  Robert,  Susan>  Sarah,  and  Belle.  John 
McCulla  died  December  25,  1886,  aged  69  years,  and  his  wife  died  on 
March  10,  1885,  aged  67  years.  Both  are  buried  at  St.  Ansgar,  Iowa, 
to  which  town  they  moved  in  1879. 

John  McCulla’s  parents  were  natives  of  Ireland.  His  father,  Wil¬ 
liam  McCulla,  was  born  in  Cavan  County  in  1790,  and  his  mother, 
Ann  Pratt,  was  born  in  1793,  in  the  same  county.  The  date  of  their 
immigration  is  not  available,  but  they  settled  near  North  Gower,  On¬ 
tario.  It  is  certain  that  they  arrived  previous  to  1840,  because  their 
youngest  son,  Francis,  was  born  on  August  9,  1842.  William  McCulla 
died  September  14,  1860,  and  his  wife,  Ann  Pratt,  died  December  1, 
1853.  They  are  both  buried  at  North  Gower,  Ontario.  My  grand¬ 
father  has  very  little  recollection  of  his  grandparents,  since  he  was  only 
four  years  old  when  his  grandmother  died  and  only  eleven  at  his  grand¬ 
father’s  death.  His  principal  memory  of  his  grandfather  is  that  he  was 
a  gentleman,  and  always  wore  a  high  silk  hat  and  rode  a  big  black  horse. 

The  White  Family 

My  grandmother,  on  my  maternal  side,  was  named  Harriet  White, 
previous  to  her  marriage.  Her  father  was  William  Francis  White,  who 
was  born  in  the  city  of  Lucan,  near  Dublin,  on  December  7,  1819.  He 
was  educated  as  a  lawyer,  but  could  not  practice  his  profession  because 
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of  ill  health.  Her  mother,  Maria  Davis,  was  an  orphan.  She  was  born 
in  Dublin,  in  March,  1823,  and  was  reared  by  her  cousins,  the  Manders, 
who  were  very  wealthy.  Her  father  was  exceedingly  well  born,  and 
she  was  an  only  child.  She  was  well  educated. 

In  September,  1846,  she  married  my  great-grandfather,  and  they 
came  to  the  United  States  on  their  wedding  trip  in  1847.  Having  heard 
wonderful  stories  of  the  possibilities  of  making  fortunes  in  America,  they 
originally  intended  to  stay  only  until  their  fortune  was  made.  They 
settled  on  a  farm  near  Richwood,  Wisconsin,  in  the  vicinity  of  Water- 
town.  They  underwent  all  the  privations  of  a  pioneer  life,  having  to 
clear  the  land  of  timber  before  putting  in  their  crops.  Wild  animals 
were  still  very  common,  and  often  at  night  they  heard  the  screaming 
of  panthers  and  the  howling  of  wolves.  They  built  their  own  log 
house  from  timbers  which  they  hewed  by  hand.  Their  eleven  children, 
Robert,  William  and  Frederick  (twins),  Harriet,  Ina,  Sarah,  Arthur, 
Ashley,  John  and  two  who  died  in  infancy,  were  all  born  in  this  house. 
They  had  oxen,  later  replaced  by  horses,  with  which  they  did  their  farm 
work.  Many  bands  of  Indians  roved  through  this  part  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  but  they  were  friendly  and  gave  little  trouble,  except  to  beg  food. 
Mr.  White  had  considerable  aptitude  as  a  gardener,  and  beautified  his 
homesite  by  plantings  of  shrubbery,  fruit  trees,  and  small  fruits.  In  the 
spring  of  1870,  he  sold  this  farm  and  moved  to  Iowa,  where  he  pur¬ 
chased  a  much  larger  holding  four  miles  west  of  Stacyville.  Most  of  the 
land  secured  was  wild  virgin  prairie.  He  prospered  in  his  new  location 
and  added  more  land  in  1880.  On  June  2,  1881,  he  died,  being  buried 
in  St.  Ansgar.  Following  his  death,  my  great-grandmother  stayed  on 
the  farm  a  few  years  and  then  moved  to  St.  Ansgar,  where  she  lived 
with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Alexander  McCulla.  She  died  in  October,  1903. 

My  great-great-grandfather,  John  White,  was  born  in  Lucan  near 
Dublin,  Ireland,  July  14,  1776.  His  father  died  when  he  was  quite 
young,  but  his  mother  lived  to  be  a  hundred  years  old.  He  was  an  only 
son,  but  had  two  sisters  who  remained  in  Ireland.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Government  side  in  the  Irish  Rebellion  of  1798.  Afterward  he 
was  manager  of  a  large  estate  belonging  to  a  Colonel  Vesey  who  resided 
in  Lucan.  He  was  a  skilled  gardener  and  vegetable  grower,  and  my 
grandmother  has  a  number  of  unique  spoons  and  other  silver  trophies 
as  evidence  of  his  prowess.  He  married  first,  Sarah  Blackman,  and  on 
her  death,  married  Harriet  Sadlier,  the  widow  of  John  Watson.  She 
was  the  mother  of  my  great-grandfather.  An  interesting  point  is  that 
William  White’s  daughter  Sarah,  by  his  first  wife,  married  John  Wat¬ 
son,  the  son  of  his  second  wife.  Their  daughter  Jenny  Watson,  mar¬ 
ried  Reed  Schoonover  and  was  the  progenitor  of  my  numerous  Schoon¬ 
over  relatives. 

John  White  came  to  America  two  years  after  his  son,  William 
Francis  White.  He  immigrated  to  Watertown,  Wis.,  where  he  was  a 
practicing  physician.  Although  he  was  not  a  graduate  of  a  medical 
school,  he  was  quite  skilled  in  the  art  of  medicine  and  was  extremely 
successful  in  his  practice.  He  died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Jane, 
Mrs.  A.  Grange,  in  Watertown,  Wis.,  July  16,  1871,  at  the  age  of 
ninety-six  years.  His  second  wi  fe,  Harriet  (Sadlier)  White,  died  in 
July,  1859,  at  the  age  of  seventy  years.

CHAPTER  V 


“Mayflower,”  Colonial  War  and  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  Ancestors 

Three  of  my  forebears,  Governor  John  Carver,  John  Howland  and 
John  Tilley,  crossed  in  the  “Mayflower.”  They  were  signers  of  the 
Mayflower  Compact,  the  text  of  which  follows: 

Mayflower'  Compact 

“In  the  name  of  God,  amen.  We,  whose  names  are  underwritten, 
the  loyal  subjects  of  our  dread  sovereign  Lord  King  James,  by  the  grace 
of  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  King,  defender  of  the 
faith,  etc.,  having  undertaken  for  the  glory  of  God  and  advancement 
of  the  Christian  faith  and  honor  of  our  King  and  country,  a  voyage  to 
plant  the  first  colony  in  the  northern  parts  of  Virginia,  do  by  these 
presents  solemnly  and  mutually,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  one 
another,  covenant  and  combine  ourselves  together  into  a  civil  body 
politic,  for  our  better  ordering  and  preservation,  and  furtherance  of  the 
ends  aforesaid;  and  by  virtue  hereof  to  enact,  constitute  and  frame  such 
first  and  equal  laws,  ordinances,  acts,  constitutions,  and  offices  from 
time  to  time  as  shall  be  thought  most  meet  and  convenient  for  the  gen¬ 
eral  good  of  the  colony,  unto  which  we  promise  all  due  submission  and 
obedience.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names 
at  Cape  Cod,  the  11th  of  November,  in  the  year  of  the  reign  of  our 
sovereign  Lord  King  James  of  England,  France,  and  Ireland,  the  eigh¬ 
teenth,  and  of  Scotland  the  fifty-fourth,  Anno  Domini  1620.”

Revolutionary  Ancestors 

Certain  of  my  ancestors  were  engaged  in  the  campaigns  of  the 

Revolutionary  War.  The  records  are  incomplete,  but  are  as  follows: 

Benjamin  Titcomb — Major,  April  1,  1877,  2nd  Continental  Regi¬ 
ment,  lieutenant-colonel,  March  24,  1780.  Served  at  Cherry 
•  Valley,  Valley  Forge,  and  several  other  battles. 

John  Curtis — Private,  Capt.  Samuel  Eppes’  Company  of  Minute 
Men  in  Col.  Pickering’s  regiment.  He  served  at  the  Lexington 
Alarm. 

Timothy  Huntting — Private,  Capt.  Aaron  Smith’s  company  in  Col. 
William  Heath’s  regiment.  He  served  at  the  Lexington  Alarm. 
He  was  also  a  private  in  Col.  McIntosh’s  regiment  at  Dorches¬ 
ter  Heights. 

Oliver  Dakin — Lieutenant,  Capt.  Haines’  company  which  marched 
to  Cambridge  on  the  alarm,  April  19,  1775. 

Joseph  Knight — 1st  lieutenant,  Capt.  Stephen  Wilkins’  company  of 
Col.  Henry  Herrick’s  8th  Essex  County  regiment.  In  Regi¬ 
mental  Rolls  his  name  often  appears  as  “Nights.” 

Josiah  Tilton — Ensign,  Capt.  Stephen  Clark’s  company  of  New 
Hampshire  troops. 

Lemuel  Meader — Private,  Capt.  Edward  Everett’s  company,  Col. 
Bedell’s  regiment,  1776,  Vol.  1,  p.  280,  N.  H.  Muster  Rolls. 
H  is  name  was  also  spelled  “Meder”  and  “Meeder.”  He  was 
a  Quaker  who  served  at  Winter  Hill  and  Bennington. 

John  Trickey — Private,  served  with  New  Hampshire  troops.  A  little 
confusion  as  to  his  identification  with  a  particular  unit  exists, 
however. 

Thomas  Towne — Private,  Capt.  Jacob  Gould’s  company,  Col.  Samuel 
Johnson’s  regiment.  He  responded  to  the  Lexington  Alarm. 

James  Minot — Captain. 

Samuel  Dakin — Captain. 

Oliver  Putnam — 

Cyprian  Keyes — Private,  Capt.  Pierce’s  Company,  Col.  Timothy 
Bigelow’s  Regiment,  Continental  Army. 
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CHAPTER  VI 

Allied  Families 


Chart  I  shows  the  first  four  generations  of  my  immediate  ancestry. 
Charts  II  and  III  carry  the  ancestry  of  my  paternal  grandfather  and 
grandmother,  respectively,  back  to  immigrants,  or  earliest  known  ances¬ 
tor.  On  these  charts  each  immigrant  is  marked  with  a  star.  Due  to 
the  difficulty  of  arranging  these  different  family  lines  logically,  the 
stories  of  each  line  are  presented  in  alphabetical  order  in  the  following 
pages.  Such  lines  as  may  be  omitted  are  included  under  the  families 
with  which  they  intermarried,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  families  in 
which  individual  data  were  unobtainable. 

The  Allen  Family 

Robert  (1)  Allen  received  a  grant  of  land  in  1671  and  lived  a  little 
below  Sturgeon  Creek,  N.  H.  He  married  Hannah,  the  daughter  of 
John  White,  born  1604-5,  who  is  mentioned  as  living  in  Kittery  as  early 
as  1640,  while  his  wife  Lucy  is  mentioned  in  1670.  His  death  occurred 
about  1700,  as  his  son 

Francis  (2)  Allen  administered  his  estate  in  1701.  The  birth  date 
of  Francis  (2)  is  not  known,  nor  is  that  of  his  marriage.  His  wife  was 
Hannah  (3)  Jenkins,  daughter  of  Jabez  (2)  Jenkins  (whom  see). 
They  had  eleven  children,  of  whom  the  sixth, 

Elizabeth  (3)  Allen  (born  February  8,  1709),  married  Daniel 
(3)  Meader  of  Dover  (whom  see). 

-  The  Ames  Family 

Robert  ( 1 )  Eames,  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  Ames  family  in 
the  United  States,  lived  in  Andover  and  Boxford,  Mass.  Before  1660 
he  married  Rebecca  (2)  Blake  (born  1641,  died  May  8,  1721),  the 
(laughter  of  George  ( 1 )  and  Dorothy  Blake,  of  Gloucester,  Mass.  The 
wife,  Rebecca  Eames,  was  condemned  as  a  witch,  receiving  a  sentence 
of  death,  but  was  not  executed.  Robert  Eames  died  July  22,  1693,  leav¬ 
ing  eight  children,  of  whom 

Daniel  (2)  Ames  was  born  at  Boxford,  April  7,  1663.  On  April 
25,  1683,  he  married  Lydia  Wheeler  of  Andover.  They  lived  in  Box¬ 
ford,  where  his  seven  children  were  born. 

Daniel  (3)  Ames  was  born  March. 5,  1688,  in  Boxford.  This  is 
probably  the  Daniel  who  moved  to  Exeter,  N.  -H.,  previous  to  the  set¬ 
ting  off  of  tlie  village  of  Newmarket,  from  which  he  was  later  recorded. 
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House  in  Dover,  N.  H.,  where  my  father  was  born.  It 
is  the  property  of  my  great-great-aunt,  Miss  Esther  A. 
Wentworth.  My  grandfather,  father  and  myself  are  in 
the  foreground.  (Photograph  in  1925.)

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Still  later  his  family  moved  to  Canterbury,  N.  H.  Daniel  Ames  built 
a  log  house  near  Exeter  which  had  two  rooms  on  each  floor  and  was  two 
stories  in  height.  The_  upper  story  projected  over  the  lower  so  that 
.  the  house  could  be  used  as  a  garrison  house  and  be  defended  against 
attacks  by  the  Indians.  Daniel  died  in  this  house  in  January,  1754.  His 
neglected  grave  and  those  of  some  members  of  his  family  are  distinctly 
marked  by  small  rough  stones  lacking  inscriptions,  and  are  located  on  a 
knoll  about  eighty  feet  in  diameter  near  a  bend  in  the  Piscassic  river. 
The  original  acres  of  the  homestead  were  purchased  from  Joseph  Hilton 
on  June  25,  1714.  On  May  3,  1740,  he  sold  150  acres  of  land  on  the 
river  to  his  son,  Nathaniel  Ames,  for  “twelve  hundred  pounds  in  pass¬ 
able  bills  of  credit  of  the  province/’  The  will  of  Daniel  Ames,  “aged 
and  well  stricken  in  years,  and  in  a  weak  habit  of  body,”  was  dated 
December  24,  1753,  and  was  probated  January  30,  1754. 

The  homestead  was  given  to  his  sons  Nathaniel  and  Jacob,  who 
were  his  executors.  He  had  six  sons,  whose  names  were  often  put  in 
rhyme  as  follows: 

“Samuel,  David  and  Daniel,. 

Simon,  Jacob,  Nathaniel.” 

Nathaniel  (4)  Ames  had  at  least  two  sons,  for  the  name  of  Nathaniel 
Ames,  Junior,  appears  on  the  records,  while  on  July  12,  1776,  the  two 
of  them  signed  the  Association  Test,  subscribing  loyalty  to  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Government.  On  August  28,  1782,  he  sold  to  another  son, 
John  Ames,  who  was  my  ancestor,  “all  my  farm  where  I  now  live  con¬ 
taining  90  acres  with  the  buildings  thereon.”  His  wife  was  Anna  (6) 
Marston  (whom  see). 

» 

John  (5)  Ames  took  land  on  the  east  shore  of  Province  Pond,  in 
what  is  now  Parsonsfield,  Maine,  in  1785,  and  moved  his  family  there 
in  1787.  Previous  to  this,  his  two  sons  had  settled  on  the  west  side  of 
Province  Pond,  Samuel  in  the  northern  corner  of  Wakefield,  New 
Hampshire,  and  John  (6)  in  Tamworth,  New  Hampshire.  The  entire 
family  went  to  Parsonsfield  at  the  time  that  John  (5)  Ames  moved 
there,  his  father,  Nathaniel  (4)  going  also.  The  family  burying  ground 
on  the  farm  at  one  time  contained  the  graves  of  his  uncle  Samuel  (4) 
Ames,  himself,  his  two  sons,  Marston  (6)  and  Daniel  (6)  Ames,  and 
his  grandchildren,  Elizabeth  (7)  Ames  and  John  M.  (7)  Ames.  Later 
when  the  highway  was  moved,  the  Ames  heirs  consented  to  the  removal 
of  their  remains  to  the  public  cemetery  in  Maplewood  (North  New- 
field).  His  son  by  his  wife  Elizabeth  (5)  Neal  was 

Marston  (6)  Ames,  born  in  Newmarket,  N.  H.,  in  1779.  He 
married  Mary  (4)  Manning,  and  had  nine  children.  The  oldest  was 
Hannah  (7)  Ames,  born  at  Parsonsfield,  May  30,  1810;  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  children  were  Elizabeth,  born  1812;  Lydia,  born  1813;  John  Man¬ 
ning,  born  1816;  Marston,  born  1818;  Maria  (wife  of  John  Towne), 
born  1820;  Daniel,  born  1822;  Zimri,  born  1824;  and  Martha,  born 
1829.  Marston  (6)  Ames  occupied  the  farm,  which  was  later  sold  to 
John  Towne,  when  Marston  moved  to  Rutland,  Illinois,  with  his 
brother,  Zimri  (6),  in  the  fifties. 

Hannah  (7)  Ames  married  Titcomb  (6)  Wentworth  (whom  see). 
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The  Batchelder  Family 

Rev.  Stephen  Batchelder,  the  first  minister  of  Lynn,  1632,  and 
founder  of  Hampton,  N.  H.,  was  born  in  England  in  1561,  and  returned 
to  England  and  died  there  at  Hackney,  1660,  in  his  hundredth  year. 

Theodate  Batchelder  (1602-1649),  his  daughter,  who  appears  else¬ 
where  in  the  line,  married  Capt.  Christopher  (1)  Hussey  in  1620. 

He  had  a  son,  name  unknown,  -  (2)  Batchelder,  who 

did  not  come  to  America.  He  was  the  father  of 

Nathaniel  (3)  Batchelder,  born  in  England,  who  came  to  Hampton 
in  early  life.  He  died  January  17,  1710,  at  80  years  of  age.  By  his 
second  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  (2)  Wyman,  married  October  31,  1676,  of 
Woburn,  Mass.,  widow  of  John  Wyman  and  daughter  of  Rev.  Thomas 
( 1 )  Carter,  he  had, 

Mercy  (4)  Batchelder,  born  December  11,  1677,  who  married 
Samuel  (3)  Dearborn. 


The  Blake  Family 

Jasper  (1)  Blake  is  supposed  to  have  settled  in  Hampton  about 
1650.  His  wife,  Deborah,  was  presumed  to  be  the  sister  of  Rev.  Tim¬ 
othy  Philemon  Dalton.  He  died  January  5,  1674.  She  died  December 
20,  1678.  They  had  eleven  children,  of  whom, 

Timothy  (2)  Blake  was  the  eldest.  He  was  born  October  16,  1649, 
and  died  January  6,  1718.  He  married  Naomi  (2),  daughter  of 
Thomas  (1)  Sleeper.  Thomas  Sleeper,  born  about  1616,  was  of  Hamp¬ 
ton.  He  came  after  the  settlement  of  the  town,  land  having  been 
granted  to  him  in  1646.  He  died  July  30,  1696,  and  his  wife  Joanna 
died  February  5,  1703.  They  had  eight  children,  of  whom  the  fifth 
was  Naomi  (2)  Sleeper,  born  April  15,  1655.  She  married  Timothy 
Blake.  Timothy  (2)  Blake  and  Naomi  (2)  Sleeper  had  eight  children, 
the  second  of  whom  was 

Moses  (3)  Blake,  who  was  born  about  1781  and  married  Abigail 
(3)  Smith,  daughter  of  Jonathan  (2)  Smith  (whom  see),  on  December 
25,  1701.  They  had  eight  children,  the  second  of  whom  was 

Hannah  (4)  Blake,  who  was  born  December  18,  1704,  and  married 
Edward  (4)  Locke. 

The  Bradbury  Family 

Capt.  Thomas  ( 1 )  Bradbury  of  Salisbury  was  born  in  February, 
1611,  at  Weckcn-Bonant,  County  Essex,  England.  He  was  made  free¬ 
man  in  May,  1640,  and  given  land  in  the  first  division.  He  was  town 
clerk,  schoolmaster,  justice  of  the  peace,  county  recorder,  county  judge, 
and  member  of  the  general  court  seven  times.  He  was  in  York,  Maine, 
in  1634,  and  married  Mary  (2)  Perkins  in  1636.  He  died  March  16, 
1695.  She  died  December  20,  1700.  She  was  tried  for  witchcraft  and 
convicted,  but  not  executed.  The  fifth  of  eleven  children, 
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Jane  (2)  Bradbury  (born  May  11,  1645)  married  Henry  (2) 
True,  March  15,  1669. 

The  Brooks  Family 

Captain  Thomas  Brooks  of  Concord  was  made  freeman  December 
7,  1636,  when  he  was  of  Watertown.  He  was  made  captain  and  rep¬ 
resentative  in  1642.  By  his  wife  Grace,  he  had  four  children.  Thomas 
(1)  died  May  21,  1667,  at  Concord,  while  his  wife  died  May  12,  1664, 
also  at  Concord. 

Mary  (2)  Brooks  married  Capt.  Timothy  (1)  Wheeler. 

The  Brown  Family 

John  (1)  Brown  (born  1589,  died  February  28,  1687)  emigrated 
from  England  in  1635,  and  was  at  Hampton  as  early  as  1639.  He  and 
his  wife  Sarah  had  eight  children,  the  fourth, 

Elizabeth  (2)  Brown,  marrying  Isaac  (3)  Marston. 

The  Bunker  Family 

George  (2)  Bunker,  the  immigrant,  was  the  son  of  William  (1) 
Bunker,  who  was  born  in  England,  and  also  emigrated  to  this  country. 
George  Bunker  married  Jane  (1)  Godfrey.  Their  daughter, 

Martha  (3)  Bunker,  born  in  1656,  married  Stephen  (2)  Hussey  on 
October  8,  1676.  She  died  September  21,  1744. 

The  Bu swell  Family 

Isaac  (1)  Buswell  (born  1592),  a  weaver,  was  made  freeman  in 
Hampton  in  October,  1640,  and  granted  land  in  the  first  division  as 
well  as  in  1640.  He  married  Margaret - ,  and  had 

Phoebe  (2),  who  married  John  (1)  Gill  in  1645. 

The  Canney  Family 

Thomas  (1)  Canney  was  sent  over  by  Captain  John  Mason  on  or 
before  1631.  He  took  up  land  in  Cocheco  in  1634  and  was  made 
freeman  in  1653.  He  was  twice  married.  His  second  wife’s  name 
was  Jane.  On  June  26,  1661,  the  record  reads:  “Thomas  Canney  of 
Dover  desiring  the  Court  to  free  him  from  common  training  by  reason 
he  has  lost  his  eyesight — it  is  granted.”  He  was  living  in  1677.  His 
son 

Joseph  (2)  Canney,  born  December  25,  1646,  married,  in  1670, 
Mary  (3)  Clements,  who  was  daughter  of  Counsellor  Job  (2)  Clements 
and  Lydia,  his  wife.  They  had 

Thomas  (3)  Canney,  a  “Friend,”  who  married  Rose  (3)  Pinkham 
(whom  see).  They  had 

Susannah  (4)  Canney,  born  February  4,  1715,  at  Dover,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Isaac  (4)  Hanson. 
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The  Clements  Family 

Robert  (1)  Clements  of  Haverhill  came  from  London  in  1642, 
and  was  representative  to  the  General  Court,  1647-53.  On  Christmas 
Day,  1644,  he  was  married  to  Margaret  Dummer,  by  whom  he  had 
eight  children.  He  was  a  tanner  by  profession,  his  death  occurring  Sep¬ 
tember  30,  1658.  He  left 

Sarah  (2),  who  married  Abraham  (1)  Morrill,  and 

Job  (2)  Clements.  The  latter  was  chosen  Selectman  April  2,  1666, 
and  also  chosen  “Commissioner  for  small  cases”  in  1667.  Job  Clements 
of  Haverhill,  1646,  was  the  eldest  son  of  Robert.  He  removed  to 
Dover  and  there  served  on  Grand  Jury  in  1655.  He  was  made  Coun¬ 
sellor  of  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire  in  1683.  He  died  in  1683, 
leaving  by  his  wife  Lydia 

Mary  (3)  Clements,  who  married  Joseph  (2)  Canney,  on  Dec. 
25,  1670. 


The  Cottle  Family 

William  (1)  Cottle  of  Newbury,  born  about  1626  at  Salisbury, 
England,  was  the  son  of  Edward  Cottle,  who  died  June  15,  1653. 

William  married  Sarah  Ring,  daughter  of  Richard  Ring  and  - 

Sanders.  He,  Richard,  came  over  in  the  “Confidence”  in  1638,  aged 
twelve  years,  as  servant  of  John  Sanders.  Richard’s  wife  was  the 
daughter  of  John  Sanders  and  Hester  Rolfe.  Hester  Rolfe  was  the 
daughter  of  John  Rolfe  and  Pocahontas.  William  Cottle  died  April 
30,  1668.  Sarah  died  in  1698,  leaving 

Ann  (2)  Cottle,  born  July  12,  1663,  who  was  married  M  ay  15, 
1683,  to  William  (2)  Titcomb. 

The  Dakin  Family 

Thomas  (1)  Dakin  settled  in  Concord,  Mass.,  prior  to  1650.  His 
son 

Deacon  Joseph  (2)  Dakin  was  also  of  Concord. 

Captain  Samuel  (3)  Dakin  was  born  in  Concord,  Mass.,  and  later 
removed  to  Sudbury.  His  farm  was  in  the  northern  part  of  Sudbury, 
near  the  town  boundary  and  on  the  road  to  Concord.  On  December  13, 
1722,  he  married  Mercy  (4)  Minot,  daughter  of  Colonel  Minot,  who 
built  the  first  frame  house  in  Concord.  On  September  10,  1755,  Samuel 
Dakin  received  a  commission  as  Captain  of  Foot  (Infantry)  in  Col. 
Josiah  Brown’s  regiment  under  authorization  of  Governor  Pownall. 
Captain  Dakin  served  in  the  expedition  against  Crown  Point  in  1758, 
and  met  his  death  in  a  battle  with  the  French  and  Indians  at  Half 
Way  Brook  near  Lake  George,  July  20,  1758.  A  party  of  ten  scouts 
had  been  ambushed  by  the  Indians,  and  Captain  Dakin  with  a  number 
of  officers  and  men  was  slain  in  the  attempt  to  rescue  them.  All  the 
party  except  one,  but  including  Captain  Dakin,  were  scalped.  “Cap¬ 
tain  Dakin  was  a  devout  Christian.  Just  before  going  on  this  last  expe¬ 
dition,  he  renewed  the  solemn  covenant  with  God,  which  he  had  made 
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some  years  previous.  This  covenant  is  still  extant.’'  He  was  selectman 
in  charge  of  the  French  Neutrals  who  were  exiled  from  Nova  Scotia,  as 
related  in  “Evangeline.”  They  had  twelve  children,  of  whom  the  eldest, 

Oliver  (4)  Dakin,  was  born  March  30,  1727.  He  was  a  lieutenant 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  responded  to  the  Lexington  Alarm,  April 
19,  1775,  marching  on  Cambridge  as  a  lieutenant  in  Captain  Haines’ 
company.  He  married  Betsey  (5)  Keyes,  the  daughter  of  Cyprian  (4) 
and  Hepzibah  (Howe)  Keyes.  Cyprian  (4)  Keyes  was  a  private  in 
Captain  Pierce’s  company  in  Colonel  Timothy  Bigelow’s  regiment  in 
the  Continental  Army,  and  served  from  May  20,  1777,  to  January  18, 
1778.  Cyprian  Keyes  was  born  September  15,  1706,  at  Marlborough, 
Mass.,  and  died  June  18,  1802,  at  Boylston,  Mass.  One  of  the  sons  of 
Oliver  Dakin  was 

Joseph  (5)  Dakin,  who  married  Elizabeth  (6)  Huntting,  November 
2,  1797.  They  were  both  of  Needham,  Mass.  His  daughter, 

Eliza  (6)  Hamblet  Dakin,  married  George  Perley  (7)  Tilton,  and 
was  my  great-great-grandmother. 

The  Dearborn  Family 

Godfrey  (1)  Dearborn,  born  in  Exeter,  England,  settled  in  Exeter, 
N.  H.,  about  1639,  and  moved  to  Hampton,  N.  H.,  about  1648-56. 
He  died  February  4,  1686.  The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  not  recorded, 
but  she  died  before  1662,  and  he  married  Dorothy  Dalton,  Novem¬ 
ber  25,  1662.  By  his  first  wife  he  had 

Sarah  (2),  who  married  Thomas  (1)  Nudd,  and 

Henry  (2)  Dearborn,  born  about  1633,  in  England,  who  died 
January  18,  1725,  in  Hampton.  On  January  10,  1666,  he  married 
Elizabeth  (2),  daughter  of  John  (1)  Marrian.  Their  second  child, 
of  eight  children,  was 

Samuel  (3)  Dearborn,  born  January  27,  1670,  who  married  Mercy 
(4)  Batchelder  (whom  see)  on  July  12,  1694.  They  had  twelve 
children,  of  whom  the  sixth  was 

Jeremiah  (4)  Dearborn.  He  was  born  April  1,  1704,  and  died 
April  1,  1751,  at  Hampton.  He  married,  on  December  23,  1725, 
Sarah  (4),  daughter  of  Richard  (3)  Taylor.  They  lived  on  the  home¬ 
stead.  His  son, 

Jeremiah  (5)  Dearborn,  born  December  20,  1726,  married  Mary 
(4),  daughter  of  James  (3)  and  Abigail  (2)  (Thomas)  Nudd.  Mary 
(4)  Nudd  and  Jeremiah  (5)  Dearborn  (husband  and  wife)  were  third 
cousins.  Jeremiah  (5)  remained  on  the  homestead,  where  he  died 
January  27,  1784.  He  left  seven  children,  of  whom  the  youngest  was 

Jeremiah  (6)  Dearborn.  He  was  born  about  1744,  and  married 
Hannah  (5)  Locke  (whom  see)  October  30,  1765.  They  had  a 
daughter, 

Sarah  (7)  Dearborn,  born  July  24,  1778,  who  married,  in  1799, 
Josiah  (6)  Tilton  of  Deerfield. 
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The  Dodge  Family 

William  (1)  Dodge  came  over  in  the  “Lyon’s  Whelpe”  in  1629 
with  Governor  Winthrop,  who  described  him  as  a  “skillful  husband¬ 
man.”  He  lived  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  where  he  became  a  “useful 
and  influential  citizen”  and  was  “Deputy  to  the  General  Court.” 

His  daughter,  Hannah  (2)  Dodge,  married  Samuel  (2)  Porter 
(whom  see). 

✓  The  Dorman  Family 

Thomas  (1)  Dorman,  on  November  6,  1662,  married  Judith  Wood. 
Their  son, 

Ensign  Amos  (2)  Dorman,  was  born  March  14,  1672,  and  he  died 
January  16,  1729.  His  wife  was  Dorothy  Robinson,  whose  origin  is 
unknown.  Their  daughter, 

Dorothy  (3)  Dorman,  married  Daniel  (4)  Towne  (whom  see). 

The  Eastow  Family 

William  ( 1 )  Eastow  was  one  of  the  grantors  and  first  settlers  of 
Hampton.  He  was  made  freeman  December  13,  1638.  He  was  repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  General  Court  for  three  years,  and  died  Nov.  23,  1655. 

Mary  (2)  Eastow  married  Thomas  (2)  Marston  (wffiom  see).  She 
died  December  13,  1708. 


The  Emerson  Family 

Michael  (1)  Emerson  was  born  in  England  about  1625.  He  was 
the  first  settler  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  on  March  31,  1651;  was  elected 
constable  in  1659,  and  held  various  other  local  offices.  He  married 
Hannah  (2)  Webster  (whom  see),  April  1,  1657.  Their  children  were 

.  Hannah  (2)  Emerson,  born  December  23,  1657,  who  married 
Thomas  Dustin,  December  3,  1677.  She  was  captured  by  the  Indians 
on  March  15,  1697.  The  twelfth  child,  born  March  9,  1697,  was 
killed  by  the  Indians.  She  is  the  woman,  mentioned  in  most  school 
histories,  who  was  captured  with  her  nurse  and  a  boy  six  days  after 
giving  birth  to  her  twelfth  child. 

As  the  Indians  hurried  them  along,  the  child  cried.  An  Indian 
snatched  it  and  crushed  its  head  against  a  tree.  Three  or  four  days 
later,  the  Indians  tied  the  boy  so  loosely  that  he  was  able  to  free  himself 
and  the  women.  Hannah  Dustin  seized  a  tomahawk  and  slew  her 
fourteen  captors.  After  five  days,  she  and  the  boy  arrived  exhausted 
at  the  settlement.  Statues  are  erected  to  her  in  Haverhill,  Concord 
and  Nashua,  Mass.  Her  husband  was  a  prominent  brick  manufac¬ 
turer  at  Haverhill.  Her  brothers  and  sisters  were

Samuel  (2)  Emerson  w^as  born  in  Haverhill,  February  2,  1664. 
He  married  Judith,  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  (Peasley)  Davis  of 
Haverhill  and  Dover,  N.  H.,  who  survived  him.  On  November  14, 
1697,  he  bought  of  Jonathan  Meader,  land  “on  the  Oyster  river  and 
another  tract  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Back  river  and  moved  onto  the 
latter  place.”  He  was  selectman,  constable,  deacon,  and  later  ruling 
elder  of  the  church,  as  well  as  captain  of  a  foot  company  on  the  north 
side  of  Oyster  river,  May  12,  1718.  His  wife  was  taken  captive  by  the 
Indians  in  one  of  their  raids  and  held  a  prisoner  for  five  years.  He  and 
his  wife  joined  in  organizing  Durham  Church  in  1718,  and  he  was 
made  its  first  deacon.  He  bought  land  in  Durham  in  1732,  which  was 
conveyed  to  his  son  Solomon  in  1739.  His  will  was  made  March  13, 
1739,  and  proved  August  31,  1743.  Their  children  were

Hannah,  born  December  22,  1691,  died  soon  after. 

Hannah,  born  January  6,  1700,  married  Clements.

Solomon  (3)  Emerson  died  in  October,  1800,  aged  91  years. 
His  will,  proven  November  6,  1800,  gave  his  land  in  Rochester  to  his 
daughter,  Hannah  Kimball. 

He  first  married  Elizabeth  (2),  daughter  of  Samuel  (1)  and  Han¬ 
nah  (Burnham)  Smith,  who  was  born  April  29,  1712.  She  was  received 
into  the  Church  of  Dover,  Mass.,  March  21,  1737. 

He  married  secondly,  Mary,  daughter  of  Samuel  Meader. 

He  was  selectman  of  Dover  and  first  moderator  of  Madbury,  N.  H., 
when  it  was  separated  from  Dover  and  Durham,  and  incorporated  as  a 
town.  He  owned  saw  and  grist  mills  about  the  great  falls  of  the  North 
river  (Bellamy),  a  share  in  one  on  the  Oyster  river,  and  land  in  Mad¬ 
bury,  Nottingham,  Barnstead,  Rochester,  Durham  and  Barrington. 
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His  children  were  nine,  of  whom 

Hannah  (4)  Emerson  married,  September  23,  1773,  Ephraim  (6) 
Kimball  of  Dover,  N.  H. 

The  Everett  Family 

William  ( 1 )  Everett,  of  whom  little  is  known,  appears  in  court 
records  in  1640  and  was  licensed  to  keep  an  “ordinary”  (hotel)  in 
1649.  He  was  a  sea  captain,  and  was  lost  at  sea.  That  he  was  a  man 
of  some  consequence  and  must  have  had  a  spacious  house  in  Hampton 
is  shown  by  the  call  of  Simon  Bradstreet  for  all  the  inhabitants  to  meet 
there  on  November  16,  1652,  to  consider  coming  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  Massachusetts.  Of  Margery,  his  wife,  little  also  is  known,  except 
that  after  the  death  of  Captain  Everett  in  1654,  she  married,  in  1656, 
Isaac  Nash  of  Dover. 

Martha  (2)  Everett,  their  daughter,  married  Nathan  (1)  Lord. 

Another  child,  a  son,  died  at  sea,  leaving  no  children. 

The  Gardner  Family 

Thomas  ( 1 )  Gardner  was  born  in  England,  the  date  of  his  com¬ 
ing  to  Massachusetts  not  being  of  record.  His  wife  was  Margaret 
Frier,  also  of  England.  Their  son, 

Richard  (2)  Gardner,  was  born  in  1626,  and  died  January  23,  1688. 

In  1652  he  married  Sarah  Shattuck,  daughter  of - Shattuck  and 

Damaris  Shattuck.  Following  her  father’s  death,  her  mother  married 
Thomas  Gardner,  her  husband’s  father.  The  daughter  of  Richard  and 
Sarah  Gardner  was 

Miriam  (3)  Gardner,  who  married  John  (2)  Worth  (whom  see). 
She  was  born  July  14,  1665,  and  died  in  1702.

John  (1)  Gill,  born  in  1612,  married  on  May  2,  1645,  Phoebe 
(2)  Buswell.  They  had  eight  children,  of  whom  the  third, 

Phoebe  (2)  Gill,  born  January  6,  1649,  married  on  November  14, 
1670,  Isaac  (2)  Morrill. 

The  Gorham  Family 

Ralph  (1)  Gorham  was  born  in  England  in  1575,  and  died  in 
Plymouth  in  1643.  He  was  the  son  of  James  Gorham  (born  1550,  died 
1576),  who  was  the  husband  of  Agnes  Bennington,  whom  he  married 
in  1572.  Ralph  Gorham’s  son  was 

John  (2)  Gorham,  who  was  born  January  16,  1621.  In  1643,  he 
married  Desire  (2)  Howland,  daughter  of  John  (1)  Howland,  who 
crossed  in  the  “Mayflower”  in  1620,  and  Elizabeth  (2)  Tilley,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  (1)  Tilley  (also  of  the  “Mayflower”  party).  John  Gor¬ 
ham  died  February  5,  1676,  leaving  a  son, 
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Shubael  (3)  Gorham,  who  was  born  October  21,  1667.  In  May, 
1695,  he  married  Puella  (3)  Hussey  (whom  see).  His  death  occurred 
in  1750,  and  his  daughter, 

Lydia  (4)  Gorham  (born  May  14,  1700),  married  Joseph  (3) 
Worth,  September  8,  1720.  She  died  March  1,  1763. 

The  Gould  Family 

Nathan  (1)  Gould  owned  property  in  Salisbury  in  1652.  His  wife 
was  Elizabeth.  His  will  was  made  December  12,  1692,  and  probated 
September  27,  1693.  The  youngest  daughter  was 

Hannah  (2)  Gould,  who  was  born  May  13,  1675.  She  married 
Joseph  (1)  French,  and  was  the  great-grandmother,  on  the  maternal 
side,  of  Josiah  (5)  Tilton. 

The  Grant  Family 

Peter  (1)  Grant  bought  land  in  Kittery  on  October  21,  1659.  In 
1674  he  was  granted  120  acres  at  York  Pond.  He  married  in  1664 
Joan,  widow  of  James  Grant  of  York,  England.  Peter  Grant’s  will  was 
made  in  1709,  and  the  appraisement  was  in  1712.  They  had  eight 
children,  of  whom 

William  (2)  Grant,  born  December  18,  1704,  married  Martha 
(2)  Nelson.  William  made  his  will  May  24,  1721,  and  it  was  pro¬ 
bated  October  22,  1722,  at  Berwick.  They  had  six  children,  of  whom 

Martha  (3)  Grant,  born  December  18,  1704,  married  Ephraim  (3) 
Wentworth  on  February  11,  1724. 

The  Hanson  Family 

Thomas  (1)  Hanson  received  a  grant  of  100  acres  of  land  Novem¬ 
ber  11,  1658,  near  Salmon  Falls.  He  was  admitted  freeman  on 
April  5,  1661,  and  lived  at  Cocheco.  His  will  was  proved  June  27,  1666. 
His  -widow,  “Old  Widow  Hanson,”  was  killed  by  the  Indians  on 
June  28,  1689.  He  left 

Tobias  (2)  Hanson.  His  wife  was  captured  by  the  Indians,  May 
10,  1693.  Tobias  (2)  was  killed  by  the  Indians  on  the  same  date. 
He  lived  in  Cocheco  from  1662  to  1672.  His  son, 

Tobia's  (3)  Hanson,  was  a  “Friend.”  His  second  wife  was  Ann 
(2)  Lord  (whom  see),  whom  he  married  August  28,  1698.  They  left 

Isaac  (4)  Hanson,  also  a  Quaker.  He  married  Susannah  (4), 
daughter  of  Thomas  (3)  Canney  (whom  see).  He  died  January  15, 
1758.  She  died  August  9,  1760,  leaving 

Hannah  (5)  Hanson,  who  married  Benjamin  (4)  Titcomb. 

The  Heard  Family 

John  (1)  Heard,  of  Sturgeon  Creek,  in  Kittery,  Me.,  was  of  the 
Dover  combination  in  1640.  In  1652  he  had  a  grant  of  land  near  the 
great  hill,  where  he  built  the  garrison  house  saved  by  Elder  William  ( 1 ) 
Wentworth  in  the  massacre  of  1689.  He  died  January  17,  1689.  He 
married  Elizabeth  (2),  daughter  of  Rev.  Joseph  Hull  and  his  wife, 
Agnes.

Henry  ( 1 )  Herrick  was  born  at  Beaumanor  Park,  Loughboro, 
Leicester  County,  England,  in  1604,  and  died  in  Salem  in  1671.  He 
was  the  son  of  Sir  Henry  Herrick  (born  1557,  died  March  20,  1652) 
and  Joan  (May)  Herrick  (born  1578,  died  July  3,  1645),  daughter  of 
Richard  and  Mary  (Henderson)  May  of  London.  His  paternal  grand- 
sire  was  Sir  William  Herrick,  his  father  being  the  fifth  son.  Henry  (1) 
Herrick  married  Edith  (2)  Lasken,  the  daughter  of  Hugh  and  Alice

William  (1)  Horne,  of  Dover  and  Salisbury,  had  a  wife,  Elizabeth. 

He  had  a 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  born  February  1,  1662,  and  a  son, 

John  (2)  Horne,  born  October  25,  1663,  who  married  Mary - , 

June  30,  1686.  Their  daughter, 

Sarah  (3)  Horne,  was  born  December  12,  1733,  and  died  October  1, 
1814.  She  married  Ephraim  (5)  Kimball. 

The  Howe  Family 

John  (1)  Howe  of  Sudbury,  son  of  John  Howe  of  Warwickshire, 
England,  was  made  freeman  at  Watertown,  May  13,  1640.  He  died  in 
Marlborough,  Mass.,  July  10,  1678.  By  his  wife,  Mary,  he  had  eleven 
children,  of  whom  the  eldest  was 

John  (2)  Howe,  who  was  married  January  22,  1662,  to  Elizabeth 

- .  Of  him,  the  New  England  History,  Genealogical  Register, 

Vol.  4,  page  63,  says, 
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“John  (2)  Howe,  in  1660,  removed  from  Sudbury  to  Marlborough 
and  built  a  little  cabin  to  the  east  of  the  Indian  planting  field.  By  his 
prudence  and  kindness  he  gained  the  good  will  of  his  savage  neighbors, 
who  made  him  umpire  in  all  their  differences.”  Also  the  “Genealogic 
Dictionary  of  N.  E.  Savages,”  Vol.  2,  p.  475,  says, 

“John  (2)  Howe  was  slain  by  the  Indians  April  20,  1676,  at  Sud¬ 
bury.”  Evidently,  he  had  his  failings  as  an  umpire.  Here  is  one 
recorded  case  of  the- cry,  “Kill  the  Umpire,”  which  perhaps  originated 
here,  being  put  into  effect.  John  (2)  Howe  had  a  daughter, 

Elizabeth  (3)  Howe,  who  married  Deacon  Thomas  (3)  Keyes. 

The  Howland  Family 

John  (1)  Howland  of  Lincolnshire  came  over  on  the  “Mayflower” 
as  Governor  Carver’s  servant.  In  Plymouth  he  became  one  of  the 
main  men  of  the  colony,  vvhere  he  held  prominent  positions.  The 
identity  of  his  wives  is  rather  vague,  the  daughter  of  John  ( 1 )  Tilley, 
Elizabeth  (2)  Tilley,  being  most  mentioned.  Howland  was  one  of  the 
military  men  of  the  colony. 

Desire  (2)  Howland,  his  daughter,  married  Captain  John  (2) 
Gorham. 

The  Hull  Family 

Rev.  Joseph  (1)  Hull,  of  Somerset,  sailed  from  Weymouth  when 
forty  years  of  age,  on  March  20,  1635,  with  his  wife,  Agnes  (aged 
twenty-five),  seven  children,  and  three  servants. 

w 

The  children  were:  Joan  (2),  then  aged  fifteen;  Joseph,  aged  thir¬ 
teen;  Tristram,  aged  eleven;  Temperance,  aged  nine;  Elizabeth,  aged 
seven;  Grisselle,  aged  five;  and  Dorothy,  aged  three. 

They  settled  at  Weymouth,  Mass.,  May  8,  1635.  He  was  made 
freeman  on  September  2,  1635,  and  preached  at  Hingham  in  1638  and 
1639.  He  preached  his  farewell  sermon  there  on  May  5,  1639,  and 
moved  to  Barnstable.  He  was  deputy  to  the  Plymouth  Colony  the  same 
year.  Three  more  children  were  born  in  this  country,  Benjamin  and 
Naomi  being  baptized  at  Hingham  in  1639,  and  Ruth  being  baptized  in 
1641.  In  1643  he  moved  to  York,  Maine,  and  presided  over  the  church 
there.  His  daughter  » 

Elizabeth  (2)  Hull  (1628-1706)  married  John  (1)  Heard  of 
Kittery  and  Dover  (whom  see). 


The  Hussey  Family 

The  Hussey  family  appears  in  the  pedigree  in  two  lines,  one  through 
the  ancestry  of  William  (6)  Trickey  and  the  other  through  the  an¬ 
cestry  of  Sarah  Worth.  It  is  not  known  whether  the  two  lines  are 
related.  In  the  ancestry  of  Sarah  Worth,  the  immigrant  was  Capt. 
Christopher  (1)  Hussey.  He  was  born  in  1595  and  was  baptized 
February  8,  1599.  His  parents  were  John  Hussey  of  Dorking,  Surrey, 
England,  and  Mary  Wood.  They  were  married  December  5,  1593,  the 
father  dying  in  England,  but  the  mother  probably  came  to  America 
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with  her  son,  in  the  bark  “William  and  Francis.”  They  sailed  from 
Southampton  late  in  May,  arriving  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  on  July  23, 
1630.  They  settled  in  Saugus  (Lynn).  Christopher  Hussey’s  wife  was 
Theodate  (2)  Batchelder,  and  in  1632  they  welcomed  her  father,  the 
Rev.  Stephen  Batchelder,  and  a  party  of  friends  from  their  native  land. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Batchelder  immediately  established  his  church  in  Lynn, 
and  on  the  first  Sunday  he  baptized  his  grandson,  Stephen  Hussey,  then 
nearly  two  years  old.  Christopher  Hussey,  with  bis  widowed  mother, 
was  one  of  the  grantees  of  Hampton  and  was  first  deacon  of  the  church. 
His  wife  died  October  20,  1649,  while  he  died  March  6,  1686. 

Stephen  (2)  Hussey,  born  about  1630,  was  the  second  white  child 
born  in  Lynn.  He  settled  in  Nantucket,  Mass.,  where  on  October  8, 
1676,  he  married  Martha  (2),  the  daughter  of  George  and  Jane 
(Godfrey)  Bunker.  She  was  born  November  1,  1656,  and  died  Sep¬ 
tember  21,  1744.  They  had  eight  children,  of  whom  the  oldest, 

Puella  (3)  Hussey,  was  born  October  10,  1677.  She  married  Shu- 
bael  (3)  Gorham  in  May,  1695. 

In  the  ancestry  of  William  Trickey  his  maternal  grandmother  was 
Hannah  Hussey.  Her  father  was  Richard  Hussey,  generation  unknown. 

Richard  and  Hannah  (2)  Hussey  were  married  March  16,  1716, 
both  being  of  Dover.  He  was  born  in  Dover,  1691,  and  his  wife  was 
the  widow  of  Lt.  Zachariah  Field.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Robert 
and  Ann  (Thompson)  Evans  of  Dover. 

Hannah  Hussey  was  born  February  23,  1717,  one  of  four  children. 
She  married  Benjamin  (1)  Forbush. 

The  Ingersoll  Family 

Richard  (1)  Ingersoll  of  Salem  in  1629  came  over  with  Higginson. 
He  kept  the  ferry  at  North  River.  The  name  of  his  wife  was  Ann. 
He  died  in  1644,  his  will  being  made  July  21,  1644,  and  was  probated 
in  January,  1645.  His  youngest  daughter, 

Bathsheba,  or  Bathshua  (2),  married  John  (2)  Knight,  and  before 
1652  her  mother,  Ann,  married  his  father,  John  (1)  Knight. 

The  Jenkins  Family 

Renold  (1)  Jenkins,  also  written  Reginald,  was  born  in  1608.  He 
was  in  the  service  of  John  Winter  at  Richmond’s  Island  from  1634  to 
1639.  From  1647  to  1683  he  was  living  in  what  is  now  Elliott.  He 
was  affiliated  with  the  Quakers  from  the  beginning  of  their  preaching 
in  Dover  and  Kittery,  and  he  and  neighboring  Friends  were  more  than 
once  haled  into  court  for  not  attending  the  church  services  on  the  Lord’s 
Day.  His  wife’s  name  was  Ann  Kittery  and  they  had  six  children,  of 
whom 

Jabez  (2)  Jenkins  was  born  in  1655.  He  married  Hannah  Curtis, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Curtis,  before  1680.  (Thomas  Curtis  in  company 
with  others  had  bought  land  in  York,  Me.,  in  1645.  Later  he  moved  to 
Scituate,  Mass.,  but  was  back  in  York  again  in  1683.  His  wife  was 
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Elizabeth - ,  and  they  had  ten  children,  of  whom  the  sixth 

was  Hannah.)  Jabez  Jenkins  died  November  2,  1697,  but  his  wife 
was  still  living  in  1737.  They  had  six  children,  of  whom  the  youngest, 

Hannah  (3)  Jenkins,  married  Francis  (2)  Allen  (whom  see). 


The  Kimball  Family 

Richard  ( 1 )  Kimball  came  to  Boston,  Mass.,  from  Ipswich,  Eng¬ 
land,  on  the  ship  “Elizabeth”  in  1634.  He  was  thirty-nine  years  old. 
A  few*  years  after  arriving  he  moved  to  Ipswich,  Mass.  His  wife  was 
Ursula  Scott,  by  whom  he  had 

Richard  (2)  Kimball,  who  was  born  in  Rattlesden,  England,  in 
1623,  and  died  in  1676.

March  19,  1792.  He  married,  September  12,  1750,  Sarah  (3)  Horne 
(whom  see).  They  lived  at  Long  Hill,  Dover,  N.  H.  This  land  was 
owned  by  Isaiah  Johnson  in  1916,  and  the  cellar  was  plainly  visible 
then.  They  joined  the  First  Church  of  Dover,  June  18;  1769,  and 
he  was  made  a  deacon  June  12,  1774.  ^ 

Ephraim  (6)  Kimball  was  born  June  17,  1751,  and  died  in  1832. 
He  married  on  September  23,  1773,  Hannah  (4)  Emerson  (whom 
see)..  He  was  selectman  of  Dover  in  1794,  and  lived  at  Dover, 
Rochester  and  Farmington.  They  had  eleven  children:

Jesse,  Ephraim  and  Solomon  Kimball  all  moved  to  Hiram,  Maine,  when 
Jonathan  Wentworth  did,  in  1805,  settling  on  Hampshire  Street  on  the 
south  side  of  Tearcap  Mountain. 

The  Locke  Family 

Captain  John  (1)  Locke  came  from  Yorkshire,  England,  in  1644, 
and  first  settled  in  Dover,  N.  H.;  thence  he  moved  to  New  Castle,  N.  H. 
About  1652  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Berry,  who 
was  probably  the  first  settler  in  that  part  of  Hampton  which  is  now 
Rye,  N.  H.  Captain  Locke  moved  to  Hampton  in  1658  and  was  a 
carpenter.  On  August  29,  1696,  Captain  Locke  was  killed  by  the 
Indians  while  at  work  in  his  grain  field.  He  had  been  very  active  in 
resisting  the  Indians,  and  had  been  instrumental  in  defeating  them  on 
several  occasions  when  they  had  attacked  the  inhabitants  on  the  sea- 
coast.  Eight  of  the  savages  came  to  his  farm  to  ambush  him  while  at 
work.  Although  Captain  Locke  was  shot  and  supposed  to  be  dead, 
he  survived  enough  to  grasp  his  sickle  and  cut  off  the  nose  of  one  of 
the  Indians.  There  was  no  record  of  the  birth  of  Captain  Locke’s 
children,  of  whom  there  were  twelve,  but  the  eldest, 

John  (2)  Locke,  was  born  about  1654.  Nothing  is  known  of  him, 
except  that  he  had  a  son, 

Edward  (3)  Locke,  who  married  Hannah  Jenness  about  1693.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Francis  Jenness.  They  lived  in  the  present  limits 
of  Rye  and  had  six  children,  of  whom  the  third  was 

Edward  (4)  Locke.  He  was  born  June  28,  1701,  and  married, 
December  17,  1721,  Hannah  (4)  Blake,  daughter  of  Moses  (3)  and 
Abigail  (3)  (Smith)  Blake,  and  lived  in  Kensington.  Their  children 
were:  Lydia,  born  in  1725;  Abigail,  born  in  1730;  Moses,  born  in 
1733>;  Timothy,  born  in  1735;  Lydia,  born  in  1738;  Abigail,  born  in 
1741;  Edward,  born  in  1744,  and 

Hannah  (5)  Locke,  born  April  26,  1747.  She  married  on  October 
30,  1765,  Jeremiah  (6)  Dearborn,  and  died  October  18,  1820. 

The  Lord  Family 

Nathan  (1)  Lord  came  from  County  Kent,  England,  with  Abraham 
Conley,  whose  daughter,  Judith  Conley,  was  his  first  wife.  His  second 
marriage  was  to  Martha  (2)  Everett  (whom  see),  who  was  born  in 
1640.  He  died  in  1690,  aged  eighty-seven  years.  He  was  prominent 
and  active,  holding  many  civil  offices.  His  widow  was  living  in  1723. 
They  left  nine  children,  of  whom, 

Ann  (2)  Lord  married  Tobias  (3)  Hanson,  of  Dover,  August  28, 
1698. 

The  Macy  Family 

Thomas  (1)  Macy,  of  Chilmark,  Wiltshire,  England,  was  made 
freeman  at  Newbury,  Mass.,  September  6,  1639.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  Salisbury,  Mass,  (named  for  the  shiretown  of  Wilts).  His 
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religious  denomination  was  Baptist,  and  he  preached  occasionally.  Be¬ 
cause  of  religious  persecution,  he,  with  nine  others,  purchased  the  island 
of  Nantucket  in  February,  1649,  the  deed  being  dated  July  2,  1659. 
Nantucket  at  that  time  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Amsterdam. 
Thomas  Macy’s  wife,  Sarah  (Hopcott)  Macy,  also  came  from  Chil- 
mark,  and  they  were  undoubtedly  married  in  England.  He  died  in  Nan¬ 
tucket,  April  19,  1682,  aged  seventy-four  years,  and  his  widow  died  in 
1706,  aged  ninety-four  years. 

Sarah  (2)  Macy,  their  daughter,  was  born  August  1,  1646,  and  died 
in  1701, 'five  years  before  her  mother.  On  April  11,  1665,  she  married 
William  (1)  Worth  (whom  see). 

The  Marston  Family 

Captain  William-  ( 1 )  Marston,  the  ancestor  of  all  Hampton  Mars- 
tons,  was  married  and  had  several  children  before  his  emigration 
from  England  to  Hampton  after  the  settlement  began.  He  received 
a  grant  of  land  there  on  June  30,  1640.  Nothing  is  known  of  his  first 
wife,  but  his  second  wife  and  widow,  Salina  (who  later  married  John 
Redman),  was  the  mother  of  one  child, 

Thomas  (2)  Marston,  who  was  born  about  1615.  He  married 
Mary  (2)  Eastow  (whom  see)  and  died  September  28,  1694.  She  died 
December  13,  1708,  leaving  eight  children,  of  whom  the  eldest  was 

Isaac  (3)  Marston,  who  married  Elizabeth  (2),  daughter  of 
John  (1)  and  Sarah  Brown.  She  died  October  5,  1689.  They  had 
eight  children,  of  whom 

Caleb  (4)  Marston,  the  oldest,  born  July  19,  1672,  and  died  April 
18,  1747,  married  Anna  (3)  Moulton  (whom  see)  and  had  seven 
children,  of  whom  the  oldest  was 

James  (5),  born  May  18,  1697,  died  1767,  who  married  Sarah  (3) 
Remicke.  Their  daughter, 

Anna  (6)  Marston,  married  Nathaniel  (4)  Ames  about  1746. 

By  his  first  wife,  Captain  William  (1)  Marston  had  a  daughter, 

Prudence  (2)  Marston,  who  married  William  Swaine  (whom  see). 

The  Meader  Family 

John  (1)  Meader,  of  Exeter  (born  1630),  signed  the  petition  of 
inhabitants  on  September  7,  1643.  The  family  name  was  variously 
spelled  as  Meader,  Meder,  Meeder,  Meades,  and  Medd.  In  1659  and 
1660,  he  is  recorded  as  a  juryman  at  Oyster  River.  Oyster  River  was 
that  part  of  old  Dover  now  known  as  Durham,  N.  H.  He  received  a 
grant  of  land  in  1656,  and  appears  on  the  tax  rolls  from  1661  to  1677. 
He  built  a  garrison  house  at  the  mouth  of  Oyster  River,  overlooking 
the  Piscataqua,  before  September  20,  1660,  since  on  that  date  Valentine 
and  Mary  Hill  conveyed  title  to  him  of  “a.  cornfield  and  orchard  ad¬ 
jacent  to  his  now  dwelling  house.”  During  the  Indian  attack  of  1694, 
when  the  Oyster  River  settlement  was  nearly  destroyed,  “no  house  below 
Jones  Creek  was  consumed  except  that  of  John  Meader.”  His  family 
had  been  sent  off  by  water  and  the  house  abandoned,  either  because  it 
was  insufficiently  manned  or  because  of  lack  of  ammunition.  Although 
his  garrison  house  was  destroyed  on  that  occasion,  defenses  must  have 
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been  immediately  set  up,  since  one  soldier  was  quartered  at  “John 
Meader’s  Garrison”  from  July  18  to  November  24,  1694.  Other  sol¬ 
diers  were  stationed  there  during  the  following  two  years.  John  Meader 
was  about  sixty-four  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  attack,  but  was  still 
alive  on  January  30,  1712,  when  he  testified  concerning  some  Adams 
property.  He  had  three  sons,  of  whom  the  eldest  was 

Nathaniel  (2)  Meader,  who  was  born  June  14,  1671.  His  wife 

was  Eleanor - and  they  had  five  children.  He  was  killed 

April  25,  1704,  and  his  inventory  was  entered  August  7,  1705.  His  son 
Daniel  (3)  Meader,  a  “Friend,”  married  either  on  June  22  or 
August  23,  1727,  Elizabeth  (3)  Allen  of  Kittery  (whom  see).  They 
had  eight  children.  On  March  27,  1730,  Daniel  received  from  his  uncle, 
Joseph  Meader,  the  eighty  acres  of  land  “whereon  I  now  dwell,”  lying 
near  the  mouth  of  Oyster  River.  Daniel  Meader'  was  living  there  on 
October  18,  1748,  when  Colonel  James  Davis  prepared  his  will.  On 
his  decease  he  divided  this  homestead  between  two  sons,  Joseph  and' 

Lemuel  (4)  Meader,  who  was  born  January  31,  1733.  Lemuel  mar¬ 
ried  Sarah  (4)  Worth,  of  Nantucket,  and  they  had  eight  children.  These 
children  were  all  born  in  Durham,  which  had  been  incorporated  from 
the  parish  of  Oyster  River,  May  15,  1732.  He  sold  his  share  of  the 
homestead  farm  (45  acres)  on  August  21,  1771,  to  George  Knight  of 
Portsmouth,  as  well  as  his  rights  to  the  ferry  between  his  premises  and 
Fox  Point,  later  known  as  Knight’s  Ferry.  Shortly  after,  he  moved  to 
Meaderboro,  the  northwest  part  of  Rochester,  first  settled  by  Ben¬ 
jamin  Meader,  his  brother,  but  soon  occupied  by  four  more  brothers 
with  their  families.  This  section  of  the  town  was  named  Meaderboro 
as  early  as  1784,  and  from  these  brothers  “descended  the  extensive 
Quaker  family  of  Meaders,  which  for  many  years  has  been  greatly  re¬ 
spected  for  uniform  integrity  and  Christian  benevolence.”  Despite  the 
pacific  background,  however,  Lemuel  Meader  shouldered  his  rifle  and 
served  at  Winter  Hill  and  Bennington  during  the  Revolution.  The 
sixth  of  his  eight  children, 

Lois  (5)  Meader,  was  born  July  21,  1768,  and  married  William 
(6)  Trickey  (whom  see). 

The  Minot  Family 

Elder  George  (1)  Minot,  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Minot,  Esq.,  of 
Saffron-Walden,  Essex  County,  England.  He  was  born  August  4, 
1594,  and  was  among  the  first  Pilgrim  immigrants  to  Massachusetts.  He 
settled  at  Dorchester,  where  he  was  made  freeman  in  1634  and  repre¬ 
sented  the  town  in  the  General  Court  in  1635  and  1636.  He  was  a  rul¬ 
ing  elder  in  the  church  for  thirty  years,  and  died  December  24,  1671, 

aszed  seventv-seven  years.  His  wife,  Martha - ,  died  in 

Dorchester,  December  23,  1657,  aged  sixty  years.  Their  son, 

Capt.  John  (2)  Minot,  was  horn  April  2,  1626,  in  England.  He 
married  Lydia  Butler  of  Dorchester,  Mass.,  on  May  19,  1647.  She 
died  January  24,  1667,  while  lie  died  two  years  later  on  August  12, 
1669,  aged  forty-three  years.  Their  second  son, 
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James  (3)  Minot,  Esq.,  was  born  September  14,  1653,  at  Dorches¬ 
ter.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1675,  and  was  a  teacher  and  physi¬ 
cian  in  Concord,  Mass.  In  1692  he  was  made  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
also  a  Captain  of  Militia,  serving  in  the  French  and  Indian  wars.  Later 
he  was  promoted  to  Colonel.  For  several  years  he  was  representative 
to  the  General  Court.  About  1684  he  married  Rebecca  (2)  Wheeler, 
daughter  of  Capt.  Timothy  (1)  Wheeler  of  Concord.  She  died  Septem¬ 
ber  23,  1734,  at  Concord,  aged  sixty-eight  years,  while  he  died  Septem¬ 
ber  20,  1735,  aged  eighty-three  years.  Their  eighth  child  was  a  twin  to 
their  daughter,  Love  (4)  Minot,  and  was  christened 

Mercy  (4)  Minot.  She  was  born  April  15,  1702,  at  Concord, 
Mass.,  and  married  Capt.  Samuel  (3)  Dakin  (whom  see),  December 
13,  1722.  They  had  twelve  children. 

The  Morrill  Family 

Abraham  (1)  Morrill  came  in  the  “Lyon,”  arriving  in  September, 
1632.  He  was  a  proprietor  at  Cambridge  in  1636,  and  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  “Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company”  in  1638.  He 
was  fined  in  1641  for  “selling  his  servant  his  time.”  He  was  a  planter, 
millwright  and  iron  founder.  He  received  land  in  the  first  division 
at  Salisbury  in  1631.  His  death  occurred  June  20,  1662.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  June  10,  1645,  to  Sarah  (2)  Clement  (whom  see). 

Isaac  (2)  was  a  blacksmith,  born  July  10,  1646,  died  October  17, 

1713.  He  married  on  January  14,  1670,  Phoebe  (2)  Gill.  She  died  in 

1714.  Isaac  Morrill  was  selectman  in  1693-94,  and  town  treasurer  and 
representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1696-97.  With  his  father  and 
uncle  he  made  many  weapons  and  much  armor.  He  also  manufactured 
the  iron  and  metal  work  of  all  kinds  used  in  churches  and  other 
buildings. 

Sergeant  Abraham  (3)  was  a  blacksmith,  born  August  22,  1671, 
died  April  15,  1731.  He  married,  January  2,  1696,  Elizabeth  (3) 
Sargent  (whom  see). 

Judith  (4)  Morrill,  born  November  24,  1696,  married  December 
26,  1717,  Benjamin  (4)  True. 

The  Moulton  Family 

John  (1)  Moulton  was  born  in  1599  at  Ormsby,  County  Norfolk, 

England.  He  married  Anne - ,  and  emigrated  in  1637  to 

America.  On  May  22,  1639,  he  was  made  freeman.  He  was  one  of 
the  grantors  and  original  settlers  of  Hampton,  N.  H.,  and  was  chosen 
first  deputy  or  representative  of  the  town  to  the  general  court  at 
Boston  in  September,  1639.  He  died  between  January  23,  1649,  the 
date  of  his  will,  and  October  1,  1650,  when  it  was  proven,  at  the  age  of 
fifty  years.  He  left  a  widow  (who  died  in  1668)  and  seven  children, 
of  whom 
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John  (2)  was  born  at  Newbury  in  1638.  John  married  Lydia  (2), 
daughter  of  Anthony  Taylor,  March  23,  1666,  and  died  in  1705.  He 
was  known  as  “The  Giant”  and  was  a  lieutenant.  His  eighth  child,  of 
eleven,  was 

Anna  (3)  Moulton,  who  was  born  March  2,  1679.  She  married 

Caleb  (4)  Marston  November  12,  1695.

The  Neal  Family 

Capt.  Walter  Neal  is  regarded  as  the  ancestor  of  the  Neal  families 
of  America.  He  came  in  1631  in  the  bark  “Warwick”  as  one  of  the 
stewards  sent  over  by  John  Mason,  and  settled  at  Greenland  Point  or 
Little  Harbor,  becoming  agent  of  the  lower  plantation  and  superinten¬ 
dent  of  some  fifty  men  who  came  with  him  to  engage  in  fishing,  trading, 
salt  making  and  farming.  In  1633  he  equipped  four  pinnaces  and 
shallops  with  forty  men  for  an  expedition  against  Dixy  Bull  and  the 
Pemaquid  pirates.  Knowing  that  the  London  Company,  on  December 
5,  1632,  was  expecting  him  to  “come  hither  to  confer  with  them,”  he 
started  for  England  on  July  15,  1633,  embarking  at  Boston  with  Capt. 
Graves  on  August  13,  1633.  A  letter  dated  May  6,  1634,  stated  that 
Neal  had  entrusted  household  goods  and  implements  “belonging  to 
John  Mason,  Governor  of  the  Province,”  to  be  divided  between  Thomas 
Warburton  and  Ambrose  Gibbons,  who  acknowledged,  on  August  6, 
1634,  that  Capt.  Neal  at  his  departure  had  left  goods  with  them.  He 
is  thought  to  have  visited  the  White  Mountains  in  company  with  Darby 
Field  in  1642.  His  son, 

Capt.  Walter  (2)  Neal,  married  Mary  Ayers.  He  was  of  Green¬ 
land  Parish,  a  soldier  in  1673,  and  joined  in  requesting  the  jurisdiction 
of  Massachusetts,  both  on  October  22,  1677,  and  in  1690.  He  was 
appointed  captain  in  1690,  and  was  one  of  a  committee  to  “seat  the 
meeting-house”  at  Portsmouth  in  1693.  He  was  captain  of  Portsmouth 
Company  in  1708. 

Samuel  (3)  Neal,  born  June  14,  1661,  married  Jane  Foss.  He  was 
one  of  the  petitioners  for  the  government  of  Massachusetts  in  1690. 

Samuel  (4)  Neal  married  Elizabeth  Locke,  settled  in  Greenland 
and  enlisted  from  Capt.  Week’s  company  into  the  Scouts  of  Capt. 
James  Davis  in  1712.  He  signed  the  Association  list  in  1776,  and  died 
in  1778.  His  children  were 

Walter  (5)  Neal,  who  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of  Gilmanton, 
N.  H.,  under  the  charter  of  Gov.  John  Wentworth,  issued  May  20, 
1727,  Samuel  (5)  Neal,  and 

Elizabeth  (5)  Neal,  who  was  of  Gilmanton  at  the  time  of  her  mar¬ 
riage  to  John  (5)  Ames. 

The  Nelson  Family 

Charles  (1)  Nelson  was  a  fisherman.  He  bought  land  of  Wev- 
mouth-Lydston  in  what  is  now  called  Eliot  Neck,  in  1675.  His  widow, 
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Mary,  was  living  in  1716.  He  died  October  14,  1688,  leaving  six 
children,  of  whom 

Martha  (2)  Nelson  married  William  (2)  Grant  (whom  sec)  of 
Berwick. 

The  Nudd  Family 

Thomas  (1)  Nudd,  son  of  Roger  and  Joane  Nudd,  was  born  in 
Ormsby,  Norfolk,  January  6,  1629.  Soon  after  the  death  of  Roger, 
December  24,  1630,  his  wridow  married  Henry  Dow,  who  in  1637 
emigrated  to  New  England  and  settled  in  Hampton  a  few  years  later. 
Mrs.  Dow  died  when  her  son,  Thomas  (1)  Nudd,  was  eleven  years 
old,  but  he  was  reared  by  Dow  as  his  own  son.  Thomas  Nudd  married 
Sarah  (2),  daughter  of  Godfrey  Dearborn,  and  died  January  31,  1713, 
leaving  seven  children,  one  of  whom  was 

Samuel  (2),  born  September  13,  1670,  died  March  26,  1748. 
He  married  Sarah  Maloon  on  February  27,  1701.  She  died  February 
14,  1756,  aged  77  years.  One  of  their  sons  wras  ' 

James  (3),  (born  October  8,  1708,  died  March  17,  1780),  who  was 
married  August  10,  1726,  to  Abigail  (2),  daughter  of  Capt.  Benjamin 
Thomas  (whom  see).  They  lived  at  North  Hampton  and  had  a  daughter 

Mary  (4)  Nudd,  born  in  1727,  who  married  Jeremiah  (5) 
Dearborn. 

The  Nutter  Family 

Deacon  Hatevil  (1)  Nutter  w^as  of  Dover  as  early  as  1641,  and 
was  ruling  elder  of  the  parish.  A  fast  was  kept  at  Newington,  N.  H., 
and  a  church  gathered,  consisting  of  nine  men,  Hatevil  Nutter  being 
one.  He  died  in  1675,  at  the  age  of  71  years,  leaving, 

Mary  (2)  Nutter,  who  married  John  (1)  Wingate. 

The  Otis  Family 

Richard  (1)  Otis  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  born  about  1626,  was  a  son 
of  Stephen  Otis  of  Wells,  England,  whose  will  was  dated  1637,  and  a 
grandson  of  Richard  Otis  of  Glastonbury,  England,  whose  will  wras 
dated  November  17,  1611.  Richard  (1)  Otis  wras  an  inhabitant  of 
.Boston  in  May,  1655,  but  the  same  year  went  to  Dover,  N.  H.,  wrhere 
he  was  granted  ten  acres  at  Cocheco.  He  was  selectman  at  Dover  in 
1660.  He  was  not  a  Quaker,  but  his  son  Richard  (2)  became  one.  He 
was  thrice  married.  His  first  wife,  Rose  (2)  Stoughton,  was  a  daughter 
of  Anthony  Stoughton  and  sister  of  Sir  Nicholas  Stoughton,  Bart. 
They  wTere  married  as  early  as  1651.  Few  families  in  New  Hampshire, 
or  elsewhere,  suffered  more  from  the  constant  and  cruel  attacks  of  the 
Indians  than  the  family  of  Richard  ( 1 )  Otis.  He  himself  was  killed 
June  27,  1689,  when  his  garrison  house  was  attacked  as  he  was  rising 
from  his  bed.  One  son  and  one  daughter  were  also  killed,  and  his 
third  wife,  Grizet  Warren  (whom  he  married  in  1686),  and  one  child 
were  carried  off  into  captivity  and  sold  to  the  French.  In  a  word,  every 
one  of  his  children  alive  in  1689,  and  many  of  his  grandchildren  (the 
few  that  escaped  with  their  lives)  suffered  in  their  persons  and  property 
from  the  savage  foe. 

Rose  (2)  Otis,  his  daughter,  born  in  1670,  married  John  (2)  Pink- 
ham  (whom  see). 
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The  Page  Family 

Robert  Page,  the  first  of  the  name  in  Hampton,  was  son  of  Robert 
and  Margaret  Page  of  Ormsby,  County  Norfolk,  England,  where  he 
was  born  about  1604.  His  wife’s  name  was  Lucy.  The  record  of 
their  examination  on  leaving  England,  April  11,  1637,  gave  his  age  as 
thirty-three  years,  and  hers  as  thirty.  With  three  children,  Francis, 
Margaret  and  Susannah,  and  two  servants,  William  Moulton  at  twenty- 
years,  and  Anne  Wadd  at  fifteen  years,  he  was  “desirous  to  pass  into 
New  England  to  inhabit.”  He  settled  at  Hampton  in  1639,  and  was 
selectman  for  eight  terms,  namely,  1644,  1647,  1649,  1652,  1656,  1659, 
1667,  and  1671.  He  was  representative  to  the  General  Court  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  from  1657  to  1668,  and  was  marshal  of  Norfolk  County  for 
many  years.  He  was  deacon  from  1660  up  to  his  death,  September  22, 
1679,  at  the  age  of  seventy-nine  years.  By  his  wife  Margaret,  he  had 
a  son, 

Robert  (2)  Page,  who  was  also  born  in  England.  Robert  married 

Lucy - ,  who  died  November  12,  1665,  at  the  age  of  fifty-eight 

years.  Their  second  child  was 

•Deacon  Francis  (3)  Page,  born  in  1633.  He  married  on  December 
2,  1669,  Meribah  Smith,  daughter  of  Robert  (1)  and  Susannah  Smith 
(whom  see).  They  had  seven  children,  of  whom 

Meribah  (4)  Page,  born  March  17,  1679,  first  married  Josiah 
Shaw  on  May  3,  1700.  He  was  killed  June  10,  1700.  Her  second 
husband  was  Samuel  (4)  Tilton,  whom  she  married  on  January  7, 
1773.  She  had  four  children,  Samuel,  Abigail,  Meribah,  and  Josiah, 
born  in  April,  1709.  Her  third  husband,  Benjamin  Sanborn,  was  mar¬ 
ried  November  7,  1721,  and  was  a  deacon.  One  child,  Ebenezer  San¬ 
born,  was  born  October  10,  1723.  She  died  between  that  date  and 
November  29,  1724,  when  he  married  a  third  wife,  Abigail  Dalton, 
daughter  of  Edward  Good. 

The  Perkins  Family 

John  (1)  Perkins  of  Ipswich  came  over  in  the  “Lyon”  in  1631,  with 
Roger  Williams.  He  lived  at  Boston  two  years,  settling  at  Ipswich 
in  1633.  He  held  various  local  offices,  including  representative  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Court,  1636.  He  was  born  in  1590  and  died  in  1,654.  By  his 
wife  Judith  he  had, 

Judith  (2),  born  1612. 

Elizabeth  (2),  born  1618  (both  of  whom  married  William  (1) 
Sargent). 

Mary  (2),  born  1620,  who  married  Capt.  Thomas  (1)  Bradbury. 

The  Pike  Family 

John  (1)  Pike  came  from  Langford,  England,  in  the  “James.” 
He  settled  at  Newbury  in  1635,  and  died  at  Salisbury,  May  26,  1654, 
leaving  five  children.  His  daughter  was 

Israel  (2)  Pike,  who  married  Henry  (1)  True  about  1644. 
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The  Pinkham  Family 

Richard  (1)  Pinkham  was  the  first  settler  at  Dover.  Richard  (1) 
Pinkham  of  Dover  was  ordered  by  the  town,  in  1648,  to  “beat  the 
drum  on  Lord’s  day  to  call  the  people  to  meeting.”  He  was  in  Dover 
on  what  is  called  Dover  Neck,  where  he  had  a  garrison  house. 

John  (2)  Pinkham  married  Rose  (2)  Otis,  and  took  possession  of 
the  homestead  and  garrison  house  in  1671.  They  had  eight  children, 
of  whom 

Rose  (3)  Pinkham  married  twice,  the  second  time,  after  1709,  to 
Thomas  (3)  Canney. 

The  Porter  Family 

John  ( 1 )  Porter,  of  Hingham  and  Salem,  was  a  tanner.  He  was 
born  in  1596,  in  Dorset,  England,  but  was  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  in 
1635.  In  1650  he  was  assessor,  and  in  1644,  deputy  to  the  General 
Court,  in  which  year  he  moved  to  Salem  and  occupied  a  farm  in  what 
is  now  Danvers,  which  he  bought  of  Reverend  Samuel  Sharp  on  May 
10,  1643,  for  110  pounds.  In  1668  he  was  deputy  to  the  General 
Court  from  Salem,  and  on  September  6,  1676,  he  died  in  Salem  Village. 
His  widow,  Mary,  whom  he  undoubtedly  married  in  England,  died 
February  6,  1684. 

Samuel  (2)  Porter  (1636-1660)  was  a  farmer  and  a  sailor  of  Wen- 
ham,  making  his  will  on  shipboard,  which  was  allowed  by  Salem  Court, 
April  28,  1660.  He  married  Hannah  (2),  daughter  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  Dodge  of  Beverly. 

John  (3)  Porter,  born  1658,  married  Lydia  (4)  Herrick  (born 
1661,  died  January  19,  1737,  aged  77  years),  of  Beverly,  M  ass.,  and  in 
1692  they  were  witnesses  in  the  trial  of  Goody  Sibber  for  witchcraft.  He 
was  representative  to  General  Court  in  1712,  1724,  and  1726,  dying 
on  March  8,  1753,  aged  95  years.  The  ages  of  his  eleven  children  at 
death  aggregated  955  years  and  made  an  average  of  87  years. 

“Lieutenant”  John  (4),  born  1683,  at  Wenham,  married  Elizabeth 
(4)  Putnam  (whom  see).  He  died  in  1775,  aged  92  years.  ' 

Mary  (4),  his  sister,  married  Robert  S.  (1)  Cue. 

Daniel  (5),  born  at  Wenham,  Mass.,  September  19,  1721,  married 
on  April  17,  1745,  Eunice  Cue,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Mary  Porter 
Cue.  He  died  of  smallpox  January  5,  1760. 

Lydia  (6),  who  was  born  at  Wenham,  October  24,  1751,  married 
on  February  24,  1801,  Amos  (6)  Towne. 

The  Putnam  Family 

John  (1)  Putnam,  who  was  baptized  January  17,  1579,  at  Wingrave, 
Buckinghamshire,  England,  was  the  son  of  Nicolas  and  Margaret 
(Goodspeed)  Putnam.  He  came  to  America  in  1640,  and  died  here 
October  30,  1662.  LI  is  wife’s  name  was  Priscilla. 

Lt.  Thomas  (2)  Putnam,  eldest  son  of  John  and  Priscilla  Putnam, 
was  baptized  at  Aston-Abbotts,  Buckinghamshire  County,  England, 
March  7,  1615,  and  died  at  Salem,  Mass.,  May  5,  1686.  He  married 
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first  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  September  17,  1643,  Ann  (2)  Holyoke,  who  died 
September  1,  1655;  and  second,  at  Salem,  Mass.,  September  14,  1666, 
Mary  Viren.  All  the  children  were  born  at  Salem,  with  the  exception 
of  Sarah. 

Deacon  Edward  (3)  Putnam,  who  was  born  at  Salem,  Mass.,  was 
baptized  July  4,  1654,  and  died  there  March  10,  1747.  He  married 
'Mary  Hale  on  June  14,  1681. 

Joseph  (4)‘  Putnam  wras  born  in  Salem,  November  1,  1687,  and 
died  there  between  June  8,  1772,  and  November  26,  1773.  He  was 
first  selectman  of  Danvers,  Mass.,  March  4,  1752.  By  his  wife,  Lydia 
Flint,  he  had  two  sons,  Joseph  xand 

Oliver  (5)  Putnam,  who  were  baptized  at  Salem,  October  21,  1722, 
and  died  between  1789  and  1794.  Oliver  Putnam  married  on  Decem¬ 
ber  22,  1743,  Hannah  Brown,  who  was  living  in  1794.  He  lived  in 
a  house  that  is  still  standing  at  Danvers  just  beyond  Hawthorne  Hill. 

Mehitable  (6)  Putnam  wras  baptized  August  16,  1747,  and  died  in 
1794.  She  married,  April  4,  1769,  Lt.  Joseph  (6)  Knight. 

It  was  this  same  Putnam  family  that  produced  Brigadier  General 
Israel  Putnam,  the  well  known  hero  of  the  French  and  Colonial  wars 
and  of  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  Another  famous  member  of  the 
family  was  Brigadier  General  Rufus  Putnam,  who  at  one  time  was 
head  of  the  engineers  in  the  Colonial  Army  during  the  Revolution,  and 
who  was  founder  of  the  “Ohio  Company  of  Associates”  for  settling 
western  lands.  He  established  Marietta,  Ohio,  had  many  important 
offices  in  early  Ohio  and  was  a  member  of  the  Ohio  State  Constitutional 
Convention.  He  was  called  “The  Father  of  Ohio”  and  contributed 
very  greatly  to  the  opening  up  and  development  of  the  Northwest 
Territory. 

John  ( 1 )  Putnam  was  the  common  ancestor  in  both  branches  of  the 
Putnam  family  in  this  tree.  His  son  was  the  brother  of  Lt.  Thomas 
Putnam. 

Capt.  John  (2),  born  at  Ashton-Abbotts,  Buckinghamshire,  England, 
May  27,  1629,  died  at  Salem  Village,  Mass.,  March  7,  1652.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Rebecca  Prince,  step-daughter  of  John  Gedney.  He  was  captain 
of  the  Militia  and  representative  to  General  Court  in  1679,  1680,  1686, 
1691,  and  1692. 

Capt.  Jonathan  (3),  who  was  born  March  17,  1659,  at  Salem  Vil¬ 
lage,  died  there  March  21,  1739,  and  wras  buried  in  the  Wadsworth 
Cemetery.  His  second  wife  was  married  in  April,  1689.  She  was 
Lydia  Potter,  who  was  born  in  1660,  daughter  of  Anthony  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  (Whipple)  Potter  of  Ipswich.  On  April  8,  1745,  administration 
of  his  will  was  granted  to  John  (4)  Porter  of  Wenharn,  who  married 
his  daughter, 

Elizabeth  (4)  Putnam,  born  February  2,  1689,  on  December  9, 

1708. 
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The  Sargent  Family 

; 

William  (1)  Sargent,  a  seaman,  was  born  in  1598  and  died  in  1674. 
He  married,  first  Judith  (2)  Perkins  (whom  see),  and  second,  Eliza¬ 
beth  (2)  Perkins  (whom  see).  He  was  at  Ipswich  in  1633. 

William  (2)  Sargent,  born  1646,  died  1700,  married,  September 
23,  1668,  Mary  (2)  Colby. 

Elizabeth  (3)  Sargent  married,  January  2,  1696,  .Abraham  (3^ 
Morrill. 

The  Smith  Family 

Robert  (1)  Smith,  born  about  1611,  was  a  signer  of  the  Exeter 
Combination  in  1639.  He  settled  in  Hampton  as  early  as  1657  and 
was  a  tailor.  His  wife,  Susannah,  was  killed  by  lightning,  June  12, 
1680.  He  died  August  30,  1706.  Their  children  were 

John  (2),  who  married  first,  Rebecca  Adams,  and  second,  Rebecca 
Marston ; 

Amy  (2),  who  married  Joseph  (3)  Towne; 

» 

Meribah  (2)  Smith,  who  married  Francis  (3)  Page; 

Jonathan  (2)  Smith,  who  married,  January  25,  1670,  Mehitable 
Holdred.  Jonathan  was  a  brickmaker  by  trade  and  settled  in  Exeter. 
They  had  seven  children,  of  whom  the  fourth  was 

Abigail  (3)  Smith,  who  was  born  June  22,  1678,  and  married 
Moses  (3)  Blake. 

The  Stevens  Family 

John  (1)  Stevens,  born  1611,  married  Katherine  - , 

who  died  in  February,  1689.  He  died  July  31,  1682.  He  was  at  Salis¬ 
bury  in  1640,  and  was  granted  land  on  the  first  division.  His  son, 

Benjamin  (2)  Stevens,  who  was  born  in  1640,  and  died  March  10, 
1689,  married  Hannah  Barnard  (born  November  24,  1649)  on  Octo¬ 
ber  2?,  1673.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Barnard  of  Salisbury, 
who  was  born  in  1612,  and  had  land  in  the  first  division.  Thomas 

Barnard  married  Eleanor - ,  and  was  killed  by  Indians  in  1677. 

Benjamin  left 

Eleanor  (3)  Stevens,  born  January  2,  1674.  She  married  Deacon 
William  (3)  True. 

The  Swaine  Family 

Richard  (1)  Swaine  was  born  in  England  about  1601,  and  he  and 
his  wife  Basselle  were  residents  of  Hampton  soon  after  the  town  was 
settled,  coming  from  Rowley,  Mass.  Their  sons,  William  (2)  and 
Francis,  preceded  the  parents  to  America,  being  entered  as  passengers 
in  the  “Rebecca/’  John  Hedges,  master,  on  April  6,  1635.  William  was 
recorded  as  sixteen  and  Francis  as  fourteen  years  of  age.  Richard  was 
a  man  of  considerable  property,  being  one  of  the  proprietors  of  Nan¬ 
tucket,  where  he  removed  soon  after  1660.  On  November  11,  1659, 
the  General  Court  enacted  “that  Richard  Swaine,  for  his  entertaining 
the  Quakers,  shall  pay  as  a  fine  the  sum  of  three  pounds,'  and  be  dis- 
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franchised.”  His  wife,  Basselle,  died  July  15,  1657,  and  he  married 
second,  on  September  15,  1658,  Jane  (2)  (Godfrey)  Bunker,  the  widow 
of  George  (2)  Bunker  (whom  see).  His  son 

William  (2)  Swaine  was  born  about  1619,  and  died  October  20, 
1757.  He  married  Prudence  (2)  Marston,  daughter  of  Capt.  William 
Marston  (whom  see). 

Hannah  (3)  Swaine  married  February  15,  1670,  Francis  (1)  Jen- 
ness  of  Hampton.  Her  second  child,  Hannah  (2)  Jenness,  was  born 
March  26,  1673,  and  married  Edward  (3)  Locke  (whom  see). 

The  Taylor  Family 

Anthony  (1)  Taylor  came  to  Hampton  soon  after  the  settlement 
of  the  town.  His  wife,  Philippa,  died  September  20,  1683,  while  he 
died  November  4,  1687,  aged  80  years.  They  left  four  children, 
among  them 

Lydia  (2),  the  second  child,  who  married  Lt.  John  (2)  Moulton 
(whom  see),  and 

John  (2),  the  oldest  child,  who  married  Deborah  Godfrey,  Decem¬ 
ber  5,  1667.  He  died  December  15,  1712.  She  died  July  10,  1699. 
The  fourth  of  their  six  children  was, 

Richard  (3),  born  December  20,  1672.  He  married,  in  1704, 
Sarah  Taylor.  He  had  seven  children. 

Sarah  (4)  Taylor,  the  eldest,  born  December  20,  1705,  died 
September  18,  1779,  marriecf  Jeremiah  (4)  Dearborn  on  December  23, 

1725. 

The  Thomas  Family 

Benjamin  (1)  Thomas,  captain,  son  of  James  and  Martha  (God¬ 
dard)  Thomas  of  Dover,  was  born  about  1679,  and  married  on  Septem¬ 
ber  12,  1700,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Hezran  (3)  Leavitt.  They  lived 
in  a  garrison  house  on  Winnicot  Road,  where  he  died  November  13, 
1766.  One  of  his  children, 

Abigail  (2),  married  James  (3)  Nudd.  She  was  born  October  22, 
1708. 

The  Tilley  Family 

John  (1)  Tilley  came  over  on  the  “Mayflower.”  He  was  from  east¬ 
ern  England.  His  first  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Gov.  Carver, 
and  by  her  he  had  Elizabeth  (2),  who  married  John  (1)  Howland. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  while  in  Holland,  Ije  married  Bridget 
Van  Der  Velde. 

Elizabeth  (2)  married  Howland  on  August  14,  1623,  one  of  the 
first  marriages  in  the  new  colony.  She  was  born  in  1607  and  died 
December  21,  1687. 

The  Tilton  Family 

William  (1)  Tilton  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Lynn,  Mass.  He 
emigrated  from  England  previous  to  1645,  and  died  about  1653.  His 
wife  was  named  Susannah - and  his  oldest  son  was

Ensign  Daniel  (2)  Tilton.  He  married  Mehitable  Sanborn  on 
December  25,  1669.  Her  name  is  variously  reported  as  Mehitable 
Shaw  and  Mehitable  Weare.  He  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Hamp¬ 
ton.  He  is  usually  spoken  of  as  “Ensign  Daniel”  but  attained  his 
captaincy.  In  his  youth,  while  on  a  vessel  which  was  lying  becalmed  in 
Fox  Bay  off  the  Maine  coast,  he  and  his  elder  brother  (Lt.  Jacob  Til¬ 
ton)  were  taken  prisoners  by  the  Indians.  Their  hands  were  bound 
behind  them,  but  Daniel  managed  to  cut  his  cords  and  released  his 
brother,  as  well  as  a  cabin  boy,  captured  at  the  same  time.  After  a 
desperate  conflict  with  the  savages,  they  escaped.  So  remarkable  was 
the  adventure  that  its  history  was  celebrated  in  verse,  a  copy  of  which 
was  published  many  years  later  in  the  “New  England  Register  of  Fami¬ 
lies”  for  July,  1848.  He  afterward  held  a  commission  of  captain  “in 
the  military  forces  of  Massachusetts  Bay  and  commanded  the  Newbury 
Company.”  It  is  believed  that  he  died  at  the  siege  of  Louisburg,  al¬ 
though  another  report  states  that  he  died  at  Cape  Breton  in  1745. 

Samuel  (3)  Tilton  is  mentioned  on  May  20,  1705,  as  having  “owned 
the  covenant”  in  the  Congregational  Church  of  Wenham  since  April 
1,  1702.  He  married  Meribah  (4)  Page.  His  son, 

Josiah  (4)  Tilton,  married  Sarah  Flanders.  He  died  March  30, 
1790.  His  son, 

Ensign  Josiah  (5)  Tilton,  married  Sarah  (6)  True,  and  served  in 
Capt.  Stephen  Clark’s  company  of  New  Hampshire  troops  in  the  Revo¬ 
lution.  His  son, 

Josiah  (6)  Tilton,  married  Sarah  (7)  Dearborn  in  1799.  Josiah 
Tilton  was  then  of  Deerfield,  Mass.  Their  son  was 

George  (7)  Perley  Tilton,  who  married  Eliza  Hamblet  (6)  Dakin, 
and  their  daughter  was 

Sarah  Elizabeth  (8)  Tilton,  who  was  my  paternal  grandmother’s 
mother. 

The  Titcomb  Family 

William  (1)  Titcomb  came  from  Newbury,  County  Berkshire, 
England,  in  the  ship  “Hercules,”  April  16,  1634,  to  Newbury,  Mass. 
He  was  made  freeman  in  1642,  and  served  as  selectman  in  1646  and  in 
1675-6.  In  1655  he  was  representative  to  the  General  Court.  He  mar¬ 
ried,  first,  Joanna,  daughter  of  Richard  Bartlett,  and  second,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  (Bitsfield)  Stevens,  on  March  3,  1654.  He  died  September 
24,  1676,  -at  Newbury.  By  his  first  wife  he  had  eight  children,  and  by 
the  second  wife,  also  eight  children;  of  whom 

Ensign  William  (2)  is  in  the  line  of  ancestry.  He  was  born  August 
14,  1659.  He  married  Ann  (2)  Cottle,  daughter  of  William  Cottle 
(whom  see)  of  Newbury,  May  15,  1683.  He  died  February  4,  1740, 
and  she  died  August  15,  1747,  leaving  ten  children.  Their  second  son, 

Daniel  (3)  married,  January  1,  1719,  Ann  Wingate,  widow  of 
Francis  Drew.  Daniel  moved  to  Dover,  N.  H.,  and  joined  the  First 
Church  on  March  10,  1728.  He  died  in  1758,  leaving  the  homestead 
to  Daniel,  the  farmland  to  Benjamin,  and  a  hundred  pounds  to  each 
of  the  other  ten  children. 
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Benjamin  (4),  baptized  by  Jeremy  Belknap,  June  12,  1743,  was  the 
youngest  child  of  Daniel  (3).  He  was  married  December  30,  1773,  to 
Hannah  (5)  Hanson  (whom  see)  and  had  ten  children,  of  whom  Anne 
(Nancy)  (5)  married  Ephraim  (5)  Wentworth.  He  was  promoted  to 
major,  April  1,  1777,  in  the  2nd  Continental  Regiment  and  promoted  to 
Lieutenant-Colonel  on  March  24,  1780.  Benjamin  (4)  was  ordered  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Committee  of  Safety  on  May  24,  1775,  to  enlist 
a  company  of  sixty-two  men  in  Dover  for  Col.  Poor’s  2nd  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  regiment.  .  He  was  retired  as  lieutenant-colonel,  on  half  pay  for 
gallant  service,  and  pensioned  for  service  wounds  received  in  three  dif¬ 
ferent  battles,  January  1,  1781.  He  is  referred  to  as  the  “Gallant  Benja¬ 
min  Titcomb.”  The  Military  History  of  New  Hampshire,  Adjutant 
General’s  report,  refers  to  him  thus,  “Benjamin  Titcomb  was  from 
Dover  * :  *  *  *  he  was  one  of  the  most  gallant  men  in  the  army. 

He  was  ever  in  the  thickest  of  the  fight.”  An  elder  brother,  John  (4) 
Titcomb,  was  a  prominent  Commander  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars, 

but  died  before  the  Revolution. 

% 

While  detached  wfith  Major  General  John  Sullivan’s  brigade,  to 
go  to  punish  the  Indians  after  the  Cherry  Valley  Massacre,  Major 
Titcomb  was  wounded.  Chaplain  Gooding  reported,  “The  gallant 
Major  Titcomb,  while  leading  the  assault,  was  shot  through  the  guts 
and  left  on  the  field  for  dead.”  He  recovered,  however,  and  served 
through  Valley  Forge.  He  was  also  wounded  severely  at  Hubbardton, 

July  7,  1777. 

Anne  (5)  Titcomb  was  born  August  26,  1780,  at  Dover,  N.  H., 
and  died  March  29,  1863,  at  Newfield,  Maine.  On  February  11,  1808, 
she  married  Ephraim  (5)  Wentworth,  by  trade  a  ship  carpenter. 

The  Towne  Family 

William  (1)  Towne  was  born  in  England  in  1600,  and  is  believed 
to  be  the  son  of  Richard  Towne  of  Braceby,  England.  '  He  came  to 
America,  either  from  Yarmouth  or  Bristol,  England,  with  his  wife, 
Joanna  (Blessing)  Towne,  and  five  or  six  children.  They  took  up 
their  residence  in  Salem,  Mass.  Their  first  child,  Rebecca,  baptized 
February  21,  1621,  and  their  sixth  child,  Mary,  baptized  August  24, 
1634,  were  connected  with  the  Salem  witchcraft.  Rebecca  married 
Francis  Nourse,  and  Mary  married  Isaac  Estey.  Their  seventh  child, 
Sarah,  baptized  September  3,  1648,  married,  in  1660,  Capt.  Edmund 
Bridges,  the  first  iron  founder  in  America.  I  am  descended  through 
the  fourth  child, 

Edmund  (2)  Towne,  who  wras  baptized  June  28,  1628.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Browning,  who  was  baptized  January  7,  1638.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Browning.  Edmund  Towne  was  one  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  from  Topsfield,  who  in  1675  (during  King  Philip’s  War)  peti¬ 
tioned  the  General  Court  for  permission  to  form  military  companies  to 
protect  the  people  from  the  Indians  during  their  work.  He  died  before 
May  3,  1678.  The  will  of  hi$  widow  was  proved  December  16,  1717. 
They  had  ten  children,  of  whom  the  fifth  was 
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Joseph  (3)  Towne,  who  w*as  born  September  2,  1661,  at  Topsfield 
M  ass.  On  March  13,  1687,  he  married  Amy  (2)  Smith,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Robert  Smith.  He  died  in  1717,  aged  fifty-six  years.  Amy  Smith 
his  wife,  wras  born  August  16,  1668,  and  died  February  22,  1756.  The) 
had  eight  children,  of  whom  the  fourth  was 

Daniel  (4)  Towne.  He  was  born  August  22,  1695,  at  Topsfield. 
On  August  29,  1721,  he  married  Dorothy  (3)  Dorman  of  Topsfield. 
They  had  eight  children,  of  whom, 

Thomas  (5)  Towne,  was  born  August  18,  1729,  at  Danvers,  Mass. 
He  married  Anna  (Twiss  )  (B  rown)  Trow,  a  widow  of  Beverly.  The 
date  of  marriage  is  not  known,  but  their  eldest  child,  Daniel  (6),  was 
born  July  9,  1760.  They  had  four  children,  of  whom, 

Amos  (6)  Towne,  w*as  born  1767  at  Danvers.  He  married  Lydia 
(6)  Porter  and  lived  in  Peabody,  where  he  died  December  27,  1843. 
They  had  three  children,  of  w*hom  the  third  was 

Amos  Porter  (7)  Towne,  who  was  born  June  7,  1804,  at  Beverly. 
On  November  23,  1830,  he  married  Mehitable  (8)  Putnam  Knight,  who 
was  born  at  Middleton,  Mass.  Amos  Porter  Towne  died  August  25, 
1868.  His  son 

Edward  Porter  (8)  Towne  was  born  September  10,  1832,  at  South 
Danvers.  On  October  8,  1857,  he  married  at  South  Danvers,  Sarah 
Elizabeth  (8)  Tilton.  He  died  August  21,  1864,  wrhile  she  died  July  9, 
1887.  Their  third  child  w*as  Elizabeth  Tilton  (9)  Towne,  born  Sep¬ 
tember  30,  1862,  w*ho  is  my  grandmother. 

The  Trickey  Family 

Thomas  (1)  Trickey  was  an  immigrant  in  Exeter,  N.  H.,  as  early 
as  1644.  In  1648,  he  was  recorded  in  the  tax  rolls  at  Dover,  N.  H., 
and  was  listed  as  a  farmer  by  calling.  In  1662  he  was  again  listed  as 
being  located  at  Bloody  Point,  now  Newington,  south  of  Dover,  on 
the  Cocheco  River,  where  he  operated  a  ferry.  His  wTife,  Elizabeth, 
family  name  unknown,  bore  him  the  following  sons:  Zachary,  Joseph 
and  probably  Isaac  and  Ephraim.  He  died  in  1675.  His  son, 

Joseph  (2)  Trickey,  also  lived  in  Dover,  and  to  his  widow*,  Rebecca, 
his  brother  Zachary  deeded  some  land.  My  descent  comes  through  their 
son, 

Thomas  (3)  Trickey,  who  married  Mary  Gambol.  On  April  18, 
1725,  they  wrere  baptized  wfith  the  following  of  their  children:  Isaac, 
Jonathan,  Sarah,  Abigail,  Elizabeth  and  Mary.  Thomas  Trickey  wras 
admitted  to  full  communion  in  September,  1728,  and  his  inventory  wras 
taken  December  3,  1775.  I  descend  through  his  son, 

John  (4)  Trickey,  w*ho  w*as  probably  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  serving  with  New*  Hampshire  troops.  There  is  some  question  as 
to  whether  he  is  the  John  Trickey  on  the  New  Hampshire  Muster  Rolls, 
but  information  from  Mrs.  Chas.  H.  Trickey  and  Mrs.  George  W. 
Avery  of  Dover,  in  1912,  seems  to  verify  his  service.  He  w*as  married 
to  Mary  (2)  Chamberlain,  daughter  of  Capt.  John  Chamberlain.  Their 
son, 
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William  (5)  Trickey,  born  November  20,  1742,  married  Dorothy 
Forbush,  and  lived  on  a  farm  at  Chestnut  Hills,  N.  H.,  north  of 
Rochester.  On  October  12,  1779,  William  Trickey  had  the  following 
children  baptized :  John,  William,  Benjamin,  Sarah,  Hannah  and  Re¬ 
becca.  He  died  May  14,  1817,  leaving  a  son, 

William  (6)  Trickey,  of  Brookfield,  N.  H.,  who  married  Lois 
(5)  Meader.  Their  daughter, 

Lois  (7)  Trickey,  married  Stephen  (6)  Wentworth,  my  grand¬ 
father’s  grandfather.  She  died  September  10,  1862,  at  Dover,  N.  H. 

It  is  traditional  in  the  family  that  the  tendency  to  heavy  flesh,  in¬ 
herited  by  my  father  and  the  two  generations  of  men  preceding  him, 
came  through  intermarriage  with  the  Trickeys. 

The  True  Family 

Henry  (1)  True,  of  Salem,.  Mass,  (born  in  England),  died  at 
Salisbury,  Mass.,  about  1659.  He  married,  about  1644,  Israel  (2)  Pike 
(whom  see).  She  married  after  his  death,  Joseph  Fletcher  of  Salisbury. 
She  died  there  March  12,  1699,  leaving  by  her  first  marriage, 

Henry  (2  )True,  born  March  8,  1645,  at  Salisbury,  who  died 
September  8,  1735,  at  Salisbury.  He  married  on  March  15,  1669,  Jane 
(3)  Bradbury  (whom  see),  who  died  January  24,  1729.  He  was 
deacon  of  the  church,  captain  in  the  Militia  from  1696  to  1722,  and 
on  May  13,  1695,  was  chosen  representative  from  Salisbury  to  “Ye 
grate  and  general  cort  to  be  holden  in  Boston  Town  House.” 

Deacon  William  (3)  True,  their  second  child,  born  1670,  at 
Salisbury,  died  March  18,  1733,  married  Eleanor  (3)  Stevens  (whom 
see),  who  died  April  29,  1768.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Salisbury 
Church  February  5,  1699,  and  was  a  Salisbury  soldier.  The  eldest  son, 

Benjamin  (4)  True,  born  January  10,  1694,  at  Salisbury,  died 
April  21,  1779,  married,  December  26,  1717,  Judith  (4)  Morrill 
(whom  see),  who  died  in  1782. 

Abraham  (5)  True,  born  May  28,  1721,  at  Salisbury,  married, 
February  22,  1744,  Sarah  French.  They  resided  at  Deerfield,  N.  H., 
and  had  a  daughter, 

Sarah  (6)  True,  born  June  21,  1748,  who  married  Josiah  (5) 
Tilton. 

The  Webster  Family 

John  ( 1 )  Webster  of  Ipswich  married  Mary  Satchwell ;  their 
daughter, 

Hannah  (2)  Webster,  married  Michael  (1)  Emerson  (whom  see). 


The  W h eel er  F am ily 

Timothy  (1)  Wheeler  of  Concord,  Mass.,  was  made  freeman  May 
13,  1640.  He  was  ensign  in  1646  and  a  captain  later,  although  he  was 
more  often  called  “Lieutenant.”  He  was  representative  to  General 
Court  in  1663,  and  very  often  afterwards.  lie  died  July  10,  1687, 
aged  86  years,  leaving  by  his  second  wife,  Mary  (2)  Brooks  (whom 
see), 
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Rebecca  (2)  Wheeler,  who  was  born  in  1666  at  Concord,  and  mar¬ 
ried,  in  1684,  Captain  James  (3)  Minot.  She  died  September  23,  1734, 
aged  68  years. 

The  Wingate  Family 

John  (1)  Wingate  was  received  as  an  inhabitant  at  Dover,  N.  H., 
April  18,  1660,  but  was  granted  land  November  11,  1658  (28  acres 
on  Dover  Neck).  Born  in  England,  he  came  to  America  as  a  young 
man  and  without  a  family,  and  became  an  important  citizen  as  well 
as  a  wealthy  landowner.  He  married  first,  Mary  (2)  Nutter  (whom 
see)  ;  second,  Sarah,  widow  of  Thomas  Canney.  He  died  December  9, 
1687,  leaving 

John  (2),  born  July  13,  1670,  died  1715,  who  married  Ann 

- ,  and  lived  on  the  homestead.  The  third  of  their  twelve 

children  was 

Ann  (3)  Wingate,  born  February  2,  1694.  She  married  first  on 
June  3,  1713,  Francis  Drew,  who  died  May  10,  1717,  and  second, 
Daniel  (3)  Titcomb  on  January  1,  1719. 

The  Worth  Family 

William  ( 1 )  Worth,  the  immigrant,  came  from  Devonshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  in  1640.  On  July  20,  1662,  he  was  granted  a  twentieth  share 
of  the  island  of  Nantucket,  provided  he  would  remain  there  for  three 
years.  He  was  a  sea  captain  and  was  mayor,  clerk  of  council,  clerk 
of  the  Admiralty  Court,  and  holder  of  various  other  offices.  On  April 
11,  1665,  he  married  Sarah  (2)  Macy  (born  August  1,  1646),  daughter 
of  Thomas  (1)  Macy  (whom  see).  She  died  in  1701,  and  he  died  in 
1702,  leaving 

John  (2)  Worth,  born  May  19,  1666.  When  eighteen  years  of 
age,  September  22,  1684,  he  married  Miriam  (3)  Gardner  (born  July 
14,  1665,  died  1702),  daughter  of  Richard  (2)  and  Sarah  (2)  (Shat- 
tuck)  Gardner  (whom  see).  John  (2)  Worth  died  in  1724,  leaving 

Joseph  (3)  Worth,  who  married  Lvdia  (4)  Gorham  (whom  see), 
on  August  8,  1720.  Joseph  Worth  died  July  14,  1790,  leaving 

Sarah/ (4)  Worth,  who  was  born  December  4,  1732.  She  married 
Lemuel /( 4)  Meader  (whom  see),  and  died  October  1,  1820,  after

Common  Ancestors 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  intermarriages  of  the  Went¬ 
worths.  As  an  ancestor,  William  ( 1 )  Wentworth,  appears  in  the  pedi¬ 
gree  five  times.  This  is  due  to  the  marriage  of  Ephraim  (4)  and 
Phoebe  (4)  Wentworth  (first  cousins),  of  Jonathan  (5)  Wentworth 
and  Elizabeth  (7)  Kimball  (second  and  third  cousins),  and  of  John 
Norris  (7)  Wentworth  and  Nancy  Titcomb  (7)  Wentworth  (second 
cousins).  As  a  result  of  these  marriages,  Richard  Miller  and  wife  also 
appear  five  times,  and  Peter  Grant  and  wife,  and  Charles  Nelson  and 
wife,  appear  three  times. 


bearing/eight  children. 
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Although  the  record  is  not  confirmed,  it  is  probable  that  Elizabeth, 
the  wife  of  Elder  William  ( 1 )  Wentworth,  and  Thomas  Canney, 
great-grandfather  of  Susannah  Canney,  the  great-grandmother  of  Tit- 
comb  (6)  Wentworth,  were  brother  and  sister. 

Four  ancestors  appear  in  the  pedigree  of  both  my  paternal  grand¬ 
father  and  grandmother.  These  are  the  Rev.  Stephen  ( 1 )  Batchelder, 
Capt.  William  Marston,  Robert  Clements,  and  Anthony  Taylor.  In 
my  grandfather’s  line,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Batchelder  appears  as  the  father 
of  Theodate  (2)  Batchelder,  who  married  into  the  Hussey  line;  and  in 
my  grandmother’s  ancestry,  he  appears  as  the  great-grandfather  of  Mercy 
Batchelder,  who  married  into  the  Dearborn  line.  This  relationship 
made  my  grandfather  and  grandmother  eighth  and  ninth  cousins. 

A  similar  relationship  developed  through  Captain  Marston,  my 
grandmother  having  been  descended  from  him  through  the  marriage  of 
his  daughter,  Prudence  (2),  to  Richard  (1)  Swaine,  and  thereafter 
through  the  Jennesses,  Lockes,  Dearborns  and  Tiltons,  while  my  grand¬ 
father  was  descended  through  the  intermarriage  of  the  Marstons  and 
Ames,  finally  marrying  into  the  Wentworths. 

Robert  Clements  appears  in  my  grandfather  Wentworth’s  pedigree 
through  his  son,  Counsellor  Job  (2)  Clements,  whose  daughter,  Mary, 
married  into  the  Canney  family.  On  my  grandmother  Wentworth’s 
side,  he  appeared  through  his  daughter,  Sarah,  who  married  Abraham 
(1)  Morrill.  These  lines  of  descent  made  my  grandfather  and  grand¬ 
mother  eighth  and  ninth  cousins. 

Anthony  Taylor  appeared  in  my  grandfather’s  pedigree  as  the  father 
of  Lydia  (2)  Taylor,  whose  daughter  married  into  the  Marston  line; 
and  appeared  in  my  grandmother’s  pedigree  as  the  great-grandfather  of 
Sarah  Taylor,  who  married  into  the  Dearborn  line.  Through  this  line 
of  marriages  my  grandfather  and  grandmother  were  eighth  cousins. 

In  my  grandmother’s  pedigree,  Robert  Smith  appears  three  times, 
due  to  the  marriage  of  his  daughter,  Amy  Smith,  into  the  Towne  line, 
his  granddaughter  Meribah  Page  into  the  Tilton  line,  and  his  grand¬ 
daughter  Abigail  Smith  into  the  Blake  line.  In  the  first  case,  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  Edward  Porter  (9)  Towne  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (8)  Tilton 
constituted  the  marriage  of  fifth  and  sixth  cousins,  while  the  marriage  of 
Josiah  (6)  Tilton  and  Sarah  (7)  Dearborn  constituted  the  marriage 
of  fourth  cousins. 

The  marriage  of  Jeremiah  (5)  Dearborn  and  Mary  Nudd  was  a 
union  of  third  cousins,  as  the  great-great-grandfather  of  each  was 
Godfrey  Dearborn. 

When  Benjamin  (4)  True  married  Judith  Morrill,  another  case  of 
third-cousin  marriage  occurred,  for  John  Perkins,  the  immigrant,  was 
great-great-grandsire  of  both. 

Elizabeth  (4)  Putnam,  the  great-grandmother  of  Amos  Porter 
Towne,  and  Mehitable  Knight  are  both  descended  from  John  Putnam. 
This  is  the  same  family  to  which  Gen.  Israel  Putnam  and  Rufus  Put¬ 
nam,  the  pioneer  engineer,  belonged.  The  marriage  of  Amos  Porter 
Towne  and  Mehitable  Knight  was  a  marriage  of  fifth  and  sixth  cousins. 
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The  marriage  of  Daniel  (5)  Porter  and  Eunice  (2)  Cue,  maternal 
grandparents  of  Amos  Porter  Towne,  involved  the  wedding  of  first 
cousins. 

Marriages  of  relatives  more  distantly  related  than  second  cousins 
are  usually  held  to  be  undesirable,  but  marriages  of  second  cousins  or 
closer  have  been  declared  objectionable.  There  is  nothing  in  my  in¬ 
vestigations  involved  here  to  give  any  color  to  the  belief. 

For  example,  the  marriage  of  my  great-grandfather  to  his  second 
cousin  resulted  in  healthy  and  vigorous  descendants  in  both  first  and 
second  generations  following.  Furthermore,  the  four  children  of 
Ephraim  (4)  and  Phoebe  (4)  WentwTorth  (first  cousins)  died  at  an 
average  age  of  S2}/2  years.
